LTHOUGH V-E and V-J days are 
A now but sharp memories and part 
of history, the Still Picture School 
at the Army’s Signal Corps Photographic 
Center, Astoria, Long Island, is still con- 
tinuing to train and turn out excellent 
cameramen. It is well to review some of 
its achievements since its activation early 
in 1942. From its inception the school has 
attracted many names famous in the pho- 
tographic field.

1945, Vol. 1, by Russell Landstrom. Published 
by Rinehart and Co., New York. Cloth bound, 
6!/4x9'/2, 565 pages, illustrated, $4.00. 
History was made so fast in 1945 that it 
was hard for the ordinary person to 


evaluate the importance of events. Our 
day to day historians, newspaper writers, 
and photographers did an almost miracu- 
lous job of recording these slices of his- 
tory with pen and camera. And this new 
book—selected (except for a very few 
photographs) from the work of Asso- 
ciated Press correspondents—tells the 
story of that year of years with fast-mov- 
ing, hard-hitting words and pictures. The 
year is there: Joe Rosenthal’s emotion 
evoking picture of the flag-raising on 
death-filled Iwo Jima; the sad closeups 
of President Roosevelt as he reported to 
the nation on his Yalta trip; Pierre Laval 
pleading for his life; the Detroit Tigers 
smiling in their World Series victory; 
Generals Eisenhower and MacArthur 
smiling in their victories; movie stars; 
strikes; all that makes 1945. The pictures 
were selected well. The text which com- 
prises the bulk of the book is tops.—J.J. 


NORTH AFRICA SPEAKS by Guido Rosa. 
Published by John Day Company, New York. 
Cloth bound, 534x8!/2, 247 pages, illustrated, 
$3.50. 

In 1939 Guido Rosa journeyed through 
Algeria and Morocco talking to the peo- 
ple of the land as he had done a few 
years earlier in Mexico. The result was 
the same as in the earlier case: a book. 
His companion on his North African jour- 
ney was a 64 year old interpreter of 
more than languages—Gadi by name. In 
many villages and encampments the two 
men found people who had never before 
seen a photograph, and always there 
were those who feared the evil power of 
the camera. But from the numerous 
illustrations sprinkled throughout the 
book, it is safe to say that Mr. Rosa and 
his guide managed to allay the Daguer- 
rean fears of the sons of Allah long 
enough for them to pose. 

The book is a collection of the modern 
conversation of the North Africans and 
purports to give a picture of their think- 
ing. However, it is likely that the im- 
patient Westerner who reads this book 
will find himself wondering why a North 
African cannot so much as paint a roof 
without aphorizing like Confucius. How 
maddeningly dull it must be to live in a 
country where people carry on their or- 
dinary business—of shaving beards and 
selling bread, of selling figs and tending 
camels—as if their main purpose were to 
make the “Picturesque Speech” section 
(Wisdom of the East Division) in Read- 
er’s Digest.—J. J.

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' X 7 E SPENT a couple of hours over 
the weekend just going through 
our old negative file. It was quite 
an experience. There were the half vest- 
pocket size negatives, the early box cam- 
era sizes, the 35 mm strips, the 24x24 
negatives in neat envelopes, the larger 
sizes from times we had borrowed a 
big camera. There were yellow nega- 
tives that we had tried to intensify. There 
were a few stained negatives . . . show- 
ing that sometime in the past we must 
have been careless in fixing or washing. 
We made a resolution: “I will keep on 
trying to make a picture out of every 
idea—but I will also try to match techni- 
cal skill to the picture problem.” 

We could have made another: “I will 
master technical devices so that I can 
make the pictures I see—as a starter I 
shall set up teacups and saucers and light 
them a hundred different ways until I 
can get any effect I want, from delicacy 
to heavy, dark patterns.” 

Steichen, of course, did this once, work- 
ing at the problem for months at a time. 
Thousands of photographers since have 
said “That’s a good idea,” but very few 
have taken the time to do it. So—for the

N OLD FRIEND is back in the maga- 

zine—Irving B. Ellis, 1941 prizewin- 
ner, made the pictures for the story- 
within-a-story that illustrates “Is Photog- 
raphy Expensive?” on page 36. There's a 
consistency about good amateur photog- 
raphers—it isn’t just luck, but enthusi- 
asm that makes human, living pictures, 
which has made Dr. Ellis both a typical 
and an exceptional amateur at the same 
time. 


HIS is vacation time (as you can see 

by our stories on mountain photogra- 
phy and sailing pictures) but it is also a 
good time to start planning your dark- 
room work. This month we begin a new 
series on enlarging by Joseph Folcdes, 
whose ability as a teacher for beginners 
and advanced workers alike is thus put 
at your disposal.

EFORE the war there were esti- 
B mated to be some 20 million ama- 

teur photographers in America, two 
million of whom took their hobbies more 
or less seriously; and at a conservative 
guess there are probably millions more 
who would take up the hobby if it 
weren't for the prevalent myth that pho- 
tography is expensive. 

One hears it everywhere, the pat, 
thoughtless remark, “Oh yes, photography 
must be a wonderful hobby, but it’s too 
expensive for me!” It is almost as if the 
people who say it were apologizing for 
lack of an enviable accomplishment, and 
sometimes the remark carries with it an 
implied reprimand to hobbyists for their 
alleged extravagance. 

Yes, photography is a wonderful hobby 
and it does cost money. So do steak and 
turkey and scotch and soda. So do golf, 
horseback riding, stamp collecting, books, 
etchings, and phonograph records. But 
photography is such a wonderful hobby 
that those who say they can’t afford it 
are rapidly becoming a dwindling minor- 
ity of people who are missing one of the 
best things in life. In 1940 there were 
more than 20 million cameras in use in 
the United States as compared with only 
1942 million telephones. The world has 
never known a hobby like it. 

Reasons are not difficult to find: As a 
hobby photography has no peers because 
it has fewer limitations than any other 
recreational activity. It can be enjoyed 
anywhere and at any time—at home or 
abroad, in any season of the year, in 
good weather and .bad, indoors and out, 
by day or by night. It can be practiced 
alone or in groups, and the variety of its 
applications is as infinite as life itself. 

Photography is neither too big for the 
trival fun of haphazard snapshooting nor 
too limited for the man of great creative 
vision. It is capable of arising to any 
challenge, and while its basic principles 
can be learned easily by anyone, mastery 
challenges the best of a man’s resources, 
skill, and imagination. 

The snapshot album is the common 
man’s documentation of family life. To 
him it is worth immeasurably more than 
it costs to make, and it increases in value 
with the passing years. The parents who 
do not have a photographic record of the 
growth of their children are depriving 
themselves—as well as their children 
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ELLIS 


of one of life’s most priceless treasures. 

Most important of all, photography 
places within the reach of everyone a 
means of self-expression such as the 
world has never known. With it a man, 
frustrated by the spirit-stifling life of 
modern standardized civilization, can get 
back something of the deep satisfaction 
that comes of creative effort and crafts- 
manship. Only a man who has experi- 
enced it can understand the breathtaking 
magic that takes place in the darkroom— 
the sense of craft that comes with the 
mixing of solutions, the manipulations of 
light—the bated breath in those few ex- 
citing, Ht»pe-packed moments when the 
goal of everything that has gone before 
begins to appear in the developer tray. 
Only such a man—and his name is legion 

can really understand why photog- 
raphy is the most wonderful hobby in the 
world! 

Measured as the world measures its 
dubious pleasures, such a hobby is actu- 
ally on the bargain counter, and people 
who high-handedly dismiss photography 
as beyond their budgets are either mis- 
guided or are pretending an interest 
which they do not possess. 

In point of fact, photography is within 
the reach of all income groups. Of the 
estimated two million dyed-in-the-wool 
hobbyists who devote a considerable part 
of their spare time to picture making, 
sixty percent earn less than $2,000 a year. 
Photography is definitely not an upper- 
bracket hobby even though it is quite 
possible to spend thousands of dollars on 
expensive, and often quite unnecessary, 
cameras and gadgets. 

You don’t need a Stradivarius to learn 
to play the violin. A five dollar fiddle is 
capable of great music, and a five dollar 
camera in the hands of a serious worker 
with talent can produce masterpieces. A 
man in New York—John J. Loughlin, 
steward of The Chemists’ Club—(see 
PoPULAR PHOTOGRAPHY November 1944, p. 
64; Sept. 1944, p. 42), has been preduc- 
ing prize-winning pictures good enough 
for magazine reproduction for years with 
a 2A Brownie box camera purchased 
twenty years ago for a dollar; and Dr. 
D. J. Ruzicka, FRPS, honorary president 
of the Pictorial Photographers of Amer- 
ica, and famed salon exhibitor, does most 
of his outstanding work with a No. 3 
folding Kodak, using 344x414 sheet film, 
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Shooting the story of Judy brought 


dozens of pleasure hours to Irving B. 
Ellis. Wollensak bought picture at top. 
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Ellis uses only natural daylight. This won 
the 1941 Popular Photography contest.

which he purchased thirty years ago for 
$10. 

Anyone can begin in photography with 
a two or three dollar camera, which is a 
wise way to start. The camera and film, 
augmented, perhaps, by a yellow filter 
and a cheap tripod (total cost, around 
$7) are all the paraphernalia needed to 
have endless fun and to make real pic- 
tures. You can even get along without 
the tripod and filter. To augment this 
all you need are your mind and imagina- 
tion—the mind to select the subject you 
want to record and the imagination to 
compose it in an orderly and interesting 
way in the viewfinder. The photofinisher 
will do the rest. 

It is a mistake to suppose that only 
expensive cameras are capable of pro- 
ducing fine pictures. So far as pictures 
are concerned the camera is no better or 





worse than the mind behind it. A gleam- 
ing $200 instrument, for all its precision 
appurtenances and fine lens, will produce 
bad pictures in the hands of persons lack- 
ing in imagination. The difference be- 
tween a cheap camera and an expensive 
one lies in the range of its use and the 
sharpness of its potential image. The in- 
expensive camera has limitations, but the 
possibilities for making excellent pictures 
within these limitations remain enor- 
mous. 

Yes, indeed, you may go into photog- 
raphy with the cheapest camera and con- 
centrate wholly upon snapping the shut- 
ter in the presence of subjects that 
interest you, leaving the job of developing 
and printing to your photofinisher. You 
can have fun this way for years, as Mr. 
Loughlin, the Brownie wizard, who never 
does his own processing, has been doing 





for twenty years. It depends on your 
own tastes and inclinations and how much 
time you want to give to this wonderful 
hobby. 

But sending your film to the corner 
drugstore for developing and printing is 
like mixing batter to be baked in some- 
body else’s kitchen. Although it is still 
fun, to do so is to make only a faint 
scratch on the surface of a wonderful 
hobby. The photographic process is in- 
complete until the final print is dry, and 
most of the thrill lies in the period of 
incubation. Nine people out of ten who 
overcome their initial inertia or trepida- 
tiom to venture into the mysteries of de- 
veloping and printing and for the first 
time see their pictures appear like magic 
on a sheet of virginal paper are bitten 
by the bacillus photographicus from 
which they rarely recover. Why? Be-

cause they feel that they have partici- 
pated in an act of creation, however hor- 
rible the picture may be to the practiced 
cye. From thence onward it is a quest, 
nurtured by the sunlight of perennial 
hope and periodic storms of disappoint- 
ment, for the perfect picture—a quest 
that is worthy of the whole man, his vi- 
sion, humanity, skill, and imagination. He 
has thus been challenged by a hobby that 
will reward him handsomely for his 
pains. 

Just as it is cheaper to grow your own 
vitamins in the garden, it costs much less 
to develop and print your own pictures 
than to have them done at the corner 
drugstore. The necessary equipment can 
be bought for less than ten dollars, which, 
considering that you will save two or 
three cents on every print, will be de- 
frayed in a short time. Nor is such econ- 
omy to be considered as offset by the 
labor involved. To the initiated the time 
and effort consumed in developing and 
printing one’s own pictures is not labor. 
Would you consider the time and effort 
expended in learning to play and in play- 
ing golf, bridge, tennis, chess, and base- 
ball, labor? Of course not. It is part of 
the game, and the best part. 

Persons who pretend to admire photog- 
raphy as a hobby but refrain from prac- 
ticing it because they consider it too ex- 
pensive, fall into three general categories: 
1) those who value money above every- 
thing else in life (they are hopeless, of 
course), 2) those who must find excuses 
for their laziness in the presence of hob- 
byists whose fun they envy, and 3) those, 
who, due to wrong-headed understanding 
of simple economics, actually believe that 
they cannot afford it. 

For the benefit of those who are deny- 
ing themselves the incalculable pleasures 
of a wonderful hobby let us look a little 
more closely at some simple laws of eco- 
nomics by way of refuting the notion that 
photography is expensive: 

We have seen that fine pictures can be 
made with low priced cameras. You can 
catch fish with a cheap fly rod, but the 
angler who takes pride in his sport and 
in his skill sooner or later wants ‘a better 
rod. He may pay a hundred dollars for 
a fine rod, which does not necessarily 
mean that he will bag more trout. He 
gets more satisfaction from the finer rod, 
more accuracy and distance in the cast. 
Let us suppose, then, that your heart 
leaps up at the sight of a handsome, 
finely tooled camera, whose gleaming 
chromium beckons you subtly to possess 
it. This is an understandable impulse, 
which in itself has lured thousands of 
people into photography. And let us sup- 
pose that this thing of beauty, with its 
bright lens, fascinating dials and mysteri- 
ous levers carries a price tag marked 
$100. 

But let us not fall into the false sup- 
position that a $100 camera costs $100. 
How’s that? A $100 camera doesn’t cost 
$100 unless and until you have owned it 
at least twenty years. If you own it, say 
two years, you can sell it for at least (and 
this is a conservatively low figure) $50. 
The point is that purchase of a good cam- 
era is not money poured down the drain. 
It is actually an investment in a hobby. 
It is what business men consider an in- 





vestment in capital equipment to be used 
over a period of years. Most people fail 
to make this distinction in the things they 
buy. Your car, for instance, is a piece 
of capital equipment, which has a market 
value right up to the day it reaches the 
scrap pile. Since a car, like a camera, is 
something you use, its cost should be 
figured on the basis of the time you have 
used it. If you sell your camera tomor- 
row, it has actually cost you the differ- 
ence between what you paid for it and 
what you sold it for, and if you will di- 
vide that figure by the number of years 
you have owned it, the result will be the 
cost per year to you while you used it. 

Thus if you use a $100-camera for two 
years and then sell it for $50, the $100- 
camera has actually cost you $25 a year 
to use. That is a trifle more than $2 a 
month, which is cheap when you con- 
sider what wonderful things you can do 
with a camera: Can you hire a horse, a 
set of golf clubs, a typewriter, a bicycle 
for $2 a month? But if you keep the 
camera for twenty years (a good camera 
with proper care will last at least that 
long) you simply divide $100 by 20 and 
the cost is exactly $5 a year! 

You may further divide that figure, if 
you are a hair-splitting budgeteer, by the 
number of hours you use the camera, 
thus bringing the cost to an hourly basis. 
The point we are stressing, however, is 
that it is always wrong to consider an 
amount invested in a substantial piece of 
photographic equipment as money irrev- 
ocably disposed of. 

Most hobbies, in addition to the cost of 
equipment, entail operating expenses. If 
you play golf you have to buy balls and 
tees, pay green fees and caddies. Just as 
you have to buy gasoline and oil for your 
car you have to buy film for your camera 
and, if you do your own processing, print- 
ing paper and chemicals. Naturally, the 
money you spend on materials depends 
entirely on how much time you devote to 
your hobby. So the only way to evaluate 
the cost of the hobby in terms of the 
materials purchased is on the basis of the 
number of pleasure-hours consumed or 
enjoyed. 

It is a simple matter to estimate pleas- 
ure-hours. We will assume that you have 
a 2%x2% camera, using No. 120 film, 
which costs about 38 cents per roll. It 
doesn’t matter whether your camera is a 
two or two hundred dollar job. If you 
are a careless, helter-skelter snapshooter, 
which you shouldn’t be if you want to do 
good work, you may use a roll of film in 
five or ten minutes. But if you are get- 
ting the most out of your hobby, you may 
spend anywhere from an hour to a day 
making the twelve exposures afforded by 
one roll. You may, for instance, start 
out in the morning for a trip into the 
country in search of good landscapes and 
you may spend the entire day enjoying 
the country and developing your picture 
eye, thus getting more out of the country 
than you ever did before in aimless wan- 
derings without a camera. 

Let us, however, not go to extremes, 
but assume that you spent two hours in 
picture hunting and exposed the entire 
roll in that time. So far you have spent 
38 cents for two hours of intense pleas-

S0 YOURE OFF to the MOUNTAINS 


There’s a big picture feast in store for you if that long awaited 
vacation is taking you and your camera up into the highlands

is at hand. It may be the first in 

years, or even in a lifetime, and 
you will want to record every thrilling 
moment of it on film—to make it last long 
after the actual days in the mountains 
have faded into memory. By following a 
few simple instructions you can bring 
back an‘ outstanding set of photographs 
instead of the vacation snapshots too 
often seen in photograph albums. 

The first thought of many a vacationist 
is to buy or borrow a better camera. That 
may be a good idea in case your own 
camera just absolutely won’t ever func- 
tion again. I do believe, however, that 
more poor photographs result from trying 
strange eyuipment than from using the 


\ LAST, the long awaited vacation 


“antiquated” outfit one has carried for 
years. 

Since you are going to spend your vaca- 
tion in the mountains, a groundglass type 
of camera—plate back or reflex—is of a 
definite advantage in making certain that 
all the mountain peak is in the picture; 
that the stream in the foreground has not 
been missed. So, whatever equipment 
you take, be sure that you know how it 
operates, and that you have actually 
taken pictures with it before the trip. 

If you do nothing more than use a filter 
for your shots, you'll at least be on the 
road to better pictures; any camera shop 
can furnish the proper size. Unless you 
want to study filters or concentrate on 
unusual effects, a yellow filter should be 
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sufficient. As you probably know, the 
yellow filter will make the blue sky ap- 
pear darker, and bring out the clouds and 
mountains; that is, the white clouds and 
mountains will stand out more clearly 
against a dark sky. A red filter will give 
still further unusual effects, and if you 
are using color film, a haze filter should 
not be overlooked. This filter eliminates 
the bluish tone in some of the scenes and 
gives them a little more snap. 

A light meter will help you get better 
black-and-white negatives and is almost 
a necessity for color film. Since you are 
probably traveling away from home and 
into an area with different conditions, be 
sure to watch the light more closely than 
you usually do. For instance, light in the 
mountains is famous for its “unusual” 
tendencies. Of course, just owning and 
using a meter won’t be of much assist- 
ance unless you use it properly. The 
main idea is to keep it pointed at the sub- 
ject, and NOT at the blue celestial area 
overhead. That old warning about keep- 
ing the feet on the ground might go for 
the meter, too! Only experience and the 
instruction book will teach you just 
where to take your reading. 

Since you are out to get good pictures, 
a tripod is really worth its weight .. . 
period! Yes, it’s one extra gadget to carry 


around, but on my mountain trips I walk 
from ten to twenty miles, and the tripod 
goes into the packsack right after the 
camera, filter, meter, and film! And then, 
if there is any room left I take the con- 
veniences of modern civilization. One is 
more sure of the composition if he can set 
the camera in a certain spot and know 
it’s going to stay there. Also, if you are 
stopping down for detail and run into a 
longer exposure, your camera must be 
stationary, and you may not find a tree 
stump which has had the consideration 
to grow in the proper spot. 

A wide-angle lens is a great asset in the 
mountains, but check it before you use it. 
The one I secured is so wide that I get a 
part of the bellows on all four corners of 
the negative, and by the time I crop them 
off I have less picture than if I hadn’t 
used the wide-angle lens. On the other 
hand, you may occasionally find yourself 
“with your back to the wall” in mountain 
photography, and the few times you do 
use the wide-angle will more than com- 
pensate for its trouble. And, in the same 
breath, a telephoto lens (I wish I owned 
one) will enable you to secure a shot 
otherwise unobtainable, and in many 
cases save you walking. 

What film shall you use? Again I say, 
“Use one with which you have already

secured results, and not the one that 
someone else had good luck with. Per- 
sonally, I prefer Plus-X or Superpan 
Supreme with a K2 filter, as I often make 
16x20 enlargements and larger murals 
from my 9x12 cm negatives. 

Now that color film is so popular, it 
would be well to use one type. It is now 
available for almost any size camera you 
happen to own. But, be sure to follow 
the directions, for color film doesn’t have 
the latitude of black-and-white, and the 
finisher cannot compensate much for poor 
exposures. Sunshine is more of a neces- 
sity with color than with black-and-white. 
Also, it would be well for you to check 
your camera’s shutter speeds, for even 
though proper exposure reading is given, 
the individual shutter speeds may vary 
enough to ruin a color shot. Try a roll 
before leaving home; it will save you dis- 
appointment later. 

The matter of correct exposure cannot 
be too strongly stressed. If you still 
aren’t convinced that you need a tripod— 
or cannot get one—of course you'll have 
to use the general instructions for hand- 
held cameras and shoot around 1/100 sec- 
ond.

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Betsy Makes Her FIRST PORTRAIT 


As soon as his wife had made the first 
exposure, Tony exploded. “This time,” 
he said, “you really hit the jackpot. You 
made every mistake in the book and 
created a few.” Tony was really warmed 
up now. “So it’s easy, is it? Well, it 
may not be very difficult, but if it were as 
easy as you tried to make it, there’d be 
no need for professional photographers. 

“What did I do?” Betsy asked, still 
unconvinced. 

“I can’t tell you,” Tony said, “Ill just 
have to show you. Wait until I develop 
this masterpiece.” He went down to his 
studio, developed the negative, dried it 
in alcohol and knocked off a wet print. 
Then he brought the picture back to 
Betsy. 

“First of all,” he said, “look at the 
background. You were so intent on mak- 
ing a picture that you paid no atten- 
tion to where you were placing your sub- 
ject. So you have a muddle of curtain, 
wall, and head instead of a simple inter- 
esting background. You should have 
picked a plain, light-colored wall with 
nothing to distract attention from your 
subject. 

“And that chair,” Tony continued, 
“never let your subject have a chair with 
a back. See,” he pointed to his out-of- 
focus elbow, “I put my arm on it instinc- 
tively, and my elbow looks awkward and 
distorted. In addition, when a person is 
leaning on something, it does something 
to his whole figure that shows up even in 
a head and shoulder portrait. The spine 
sags and doesn’t support the neck prop- 
erly. So seat your subject on a stool or 
anything that has no support for the back 
and nothing to lounge against. 

“I won’t even mention the lighting,” he 
went on, “because it isn’t photographic 
lighting, it’s just illumination. Now, Betsy, 
let’s get to work.” 

Betsy pushed a hassock toward her 
husband, not gently. “You can sit on 
this,” she said. Tony carried the double- 
decker cushion to a plain wall. Betsy 
asked him to move in closer to the wall 
so she’d have more room for her cam- 
era and light. 

Tony shook his head. “The farther from 
the wall you can put me, the less chance 
you have of making bad shadows on the 
background. Of course, in a room this 
size, you can’t get your subject far 
enough from the wall to eliminate all 
shadows, but the lighting can help.” 

He sat down on the hassock, facing his 
wife squarely. “That looks worse than 
when you were leaning on the chair,” 
Betsy announced with a certain degree 
of pride. 

“Good girl,” Tony answered, “I hoped 
you'd notice that. A pose like this, with 
shoulders square to the camera, looks 
static and unnatural.

Tony turned his body at an angle 
to the camera, leaned forward with his

his lap. Betsy blinked. “That makes a 
difference in a hurry,” she admitted. 

“The best way to get a subject to do 
this quickly, is to show him by doing it 
yourself,” Tony explained to his wife. 
“That’s why you don’t have to bother 
showing me. I’ve been showing people 
how to pose for so long it’s almost auto- 
matic.” 

“Now where’ll I put the light?” Betsy 
asked uncertainly. She was beginning to 
think this portrait business wasn’t as easy 
as it had looked. 

“If I tell you, it won’t mean a thing,” 
Tony advised. “I want you to study the 
effect of this light from every angle. But 
I can tell you to start by putting it as 
close to your camera as possible.” 

Betsy did as she was told. 

‘Now look at what the light is doing to 
me,” her husband said. 

‘It’s making you look real pretty,”

Chere was nothing handy to throw, so 
Tony just threw her a dirty look. “As 
a matter of fact,” he admitted, “this is a 
flattering light. It’s called ‘flat lighting.’ 
If you'll study it you'll see that it flat- 


tens out everything—lines, features, and 
character. Flat lighting makes the sub- 
ject look as if he’d been pasted onto the 
background.” 

“T still think it’s pretty,” Betsy said 
stubbornly. 

“It is,” Tony answered, “especially for 
older people, but I think if you continue 
you'll be able to find a better lighting 
scheme.” 

“With one light?” Betsy asked sadly. 

“With one light,” was the firm reply. 
“Now start moving your light over to one 
side a little. Try to get it midway be- 
tween the camera position and an imag- 
inary line drawn out from the hassock 
parallel to the camera. That would be a 
45-degree angle light.” 

“I’ve heard of that,” Betsy said. “That’s 
the angle photographers talk about so 
much.” By now Betsy had the light 
placed at the correct angle, but she hadn’t 
raised or lowered it. She was doing 
things to her camera that meant she was 
about to make another picture.

WITH PROPS 


AST MONTH, Porutar PHOTOGRAPHY gave you some por- 

. trait-making ideas with a few pictures and a good many 

words of mine to the effect that you don’t need props 

to make good portraits. I still believe that, but I add: If you 
like props, you can have a lot of fun in a wider field. 

A simple portrait can be a complete and satisfying thing, 
but if you bring in props, using them in good taste, you call 
into play that key factor which every good writer, painter, 
playwright, and photographer knows: If you exaggerate rea- 
sonably, you can tell your story, paint your picture, write your 
dialogue, make your photograph more excitingly; more inter- 
estingly, and more emphatically. 

In the case of portraits, I use the props to extend the mood 
and project the character to accomplish one thing—emphasize 
my portrait subject. The props, although working, must remain 
just that (i.e., background material). The subject must always 
be number one . . . the first thing you see when you look at 
the picture. 

Agreed? Okay. Let’s take a look at my dark-glasses friend

seated on the stepladder. He was quite a problem. You see, 
he was a teacher of creative composition, and I wanted to 
bring one of his brain children into the picture without letting 
it steal the shot. How to do it? Selective sizing and posing 
did the trick. I put the subject in a forceful pose, looming 
large in the foreground, and had him look directly into the 
lens. That painting of a “Fugitive From an Unuttered 
Thought” chewing on an ectoplasmic foot is a pretty strong 
thing, but the man is still number one. 

The balding young man with the arm thrust behind him 
was a very good egg, but a contained, reserved sort of fellow 
—great force of character and deep friendliness, which didn’t 
always show on the surface. I wanted to bring that out—I 
wanted to make him move in a picture. 

I nearly had to use carpenter’s clamps to hold him in that 
pose, but it doesn’t look strained. Looks easy, doesn’t it? 

I used a plain background with a gradation space-light, the 
large mass of the box looming behind him with the arm thrust 
against it, and the right arm in an arrow-shaped pose. Two 
more lights were used: a “three-quarter” spot to avoid the 
“balloon” effect on his face, and a light fill. 

He was a little afraid of the picture at first, but soon asked 
for a dozen prints. That was my cum laude. 


Statue caught Burks’ eye in shop. He 
combined it with niche-shaped block 
of wood for this unusual portrait setting.

Extended arm contrasts with the lines 
of the rectangular area. The glass bricks 
sparkling in the sunlight inspired Burks. 


Eucalyptus tree background echoes the 
stately mood of subject. Soft sunshine 
and reflector fill keep the lighting simple. 
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The picture of the blonde with a flower in her hair breaks all 
rules of composition but, I believe, successfully. 

This lady had a very broad Slavic type of face, but the 
angle I picked hides this and flatters her very thoroughly. A 
glass-based table lamp furnished me—with backlighting—a 
nice bit of atmosphere. A spot-type flood did duty as a main 
source, a regular flood filled, and there you are. 

The glamorous picture, with statue, began, oddly enough, 
with statue. I spotted it in a bric-a-brac shop and liked it. 
It stayed in the back of my mind and when the opportunity pre- 
sented itself to shoot the picture, it came up front again along 
with a niche-shaped block of white wood. Combined with a 
plain gray background, the three components tied together 
nicely to result in the picture as you see it. 

Outdoors now to the brunette beauty and the eucalyptus 
tree. Not much I can talk about here. Soft sunshine and a 
reflector fill. I tried to keep everything simple and easy. I 
talked softly, the girl looked calm and stately, the tree echoed 
the mood, so I pushed the cable release. 

The shot with the glass brick background came about as a 
result of my intense dislike of still life and wasn’t planned at 
all. I was, as a favor, shooting the living room of a friend— 
and pretty darn bored with the whole (Continued on page 120)

Yachting means 
action; it is seldom completely static. The 
natural flowing lines and curved surfaces 
of hull, and more particularly of wind- 
filled sail, cry out for sympathetic treat- 
ment from a camera in skilled and ap- 
preciative hands. 

The current season will provide the 
first opportunity in several years to in- 
dulge in yachting photography without 
the hindrance of wartime restrictions. No 
doubt fortifications and naval stations, as 
well as all naval vessels, are still rightly 
on the restricted list. This should not 
seriously interfere with photographing 
the beauties of a sailing yacht as did the 
necessary restraint of the times we have 
been through.

sailed yachts of one kind or another for 
several years and have had some success 
in exhibiting yachting prints. Perhaps I 
can offer some suggestions which will be 
of assistance to those in search of such 
pictures. 

Obviously, the best way to go after 
such pictures is on a boat. If you have a 
friend who has a power boat and is will- 
ing to help, you are sitting on top of the 
world—or at least out on the bow where 
you can get a good, clear view of your 
quarry. I said a clear view because it’s 
not a good idea to get an awning stan- 
chion, flag staff, or stay through the mid- 
dle of the film. They do not help a bit, 
so look out for them. It is so easy to 
forget them when concentrating on your 
subject. 

Look out for flying spray, and filters 
and other gadgets which can bounce once

and go plop into the water. There are a 
few other things to look out for which 
come under the heading of seamanship 
rather than photography. Do not let 
yourself and the man at the helm get so 
intent on what you are photographing 
that you forget about other boats and 
have a collision. 

If the yachts you are following are rac- 
ing, do not get between them and their 
wind. Do not pass so close in calm water 
that your bow wave rolls them enough 
to spill the wind out of their sails and 
stop them. You may find the air full of 
something that you cannot take out with 
a filter. It will take ear muffs. Running 
dead slow under such circumstances is a 
courtesy you owe the racing boats. 

If you are out on another sailboat, the 
most likely form of grief you will en-

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Photographic enlarging is the process of transforming the... 
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... negative image of the NEGATIVE into the positive image of the PRINT. 


The principle is that photographic enlarging paper after being exposed to light can be developed to a 
series of tones ranging from white to black, with all the intermediate grays. The darkness of the 
tone depends on the amount of light that reached the paper. Other factors will be discussed later. 
Developed paper that has not been exposed to white light remains white. As exposure is increased 
the gray tones become darker, until an exposure sufficient to turn the paper black is reached. 





No exposure; paper Slight exposure re- Still more exposure Additional exposure 
remains pure white. sults in light gray. darkens gray tone. furns paper black. 


This proves that the paper becomes increasingly darker on development as the exposure is increased. 
The strips above were exposed to the light of a 10-watt bulb for 0, 1, 3, and 12 seconds, respectively. 





Using a negative that looks like this ... ... produces this as the developed print. 


Thus we see that if the light has to pass through a negative with several densities, it can produce 

a print of the same densities reversed to a positive. The darkest part of the negative letting the 

least amount of light through will produce the lightest part of the developed print, and vice versa.

No matter how complicated the subject may be, the principle of printing remains the same: The more 
light that hits the printing paper, the darker it will be when developed. This is a basic fundamental. 
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If the tones of the negative make up the .-.@ print of the face can be produced by 
image of a human face, but in reverse ... projecting it onto the enlarging paper. 








The next question is: How do we get the negative projected onto the paper? By means of an enlarger. 
It’s a very simple piece of equipment. The diagram shows the two basic types, diffusion and condenser, 
with corresponding parts identified.

EARLY everyone is interested in 
N making pictures. No wonder so 

many are speculating on its pos- 
sibilities as a career. Fortunately for 
them its applications—already many and 
varied—are increasing rather than di- 
minishing and the steady growth in the 
use of photography means that there are 
opportunities for an interesting and 
worthwhile career in photography. 

The average individual is likely to 
think that photography as a vocation 
must necessarily be confined to the more 
familiar fields of professional photog- 
raphy, such as portrait, commercial, ad- 
vertising, and press photography. In 
reality, there is hardly a phase of busi- 
ness, industry, and science today that 
does not depend to some extent on pho- 
tography. 

The role of the motion picture, the 
illustrated newspaper, or magazine, and 
the x ray is well-known to everyone. Less 
familiar, but no less important, is the 
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part photography plays in the hands of 
the astronomer, the laboratory technician, 
the scientific researcher, and the indus- 
trial engineer. 

Some applications of photography in 
science, business, and industry are spec- 
tacular, and some are of a routine nature. 
All have value and all contribute to hu- 
man knowledge and, therefore, to pro- 
gress and welfare. In some fields, such 
as photofinishing, little photographic 
training is necessary; other specialized 
branches, such as photomicrography, gen- 
erally require extensive knowledge of 
some other field in addition to photog- 
raphy. Careers in writing and editing 
photographic material or in selling sup- 
plies and equipment require a thorough 
knowledge of photography as a necessary 
background for success. Other applica- 
tions of photography range from its use

Styles, both 
in costume and hairdo, may have changed since then, but the attitudes so 
expressive of human nature have not. After the job was finished I realized 
that this flashback had been quite unconscious—or, if you wish, subcon- 
scious. I could look at the print and almost name the person whose position 
I'd had the model imitate. In this case there was no fumbling, no experi- 
menting with poses which looked strained or artificial. There was just a 
straightforward posing of the model and exposure of the film, and all be- 
cause I once made what I now term an “eye picture.” (Continued on page 138)

NE OF THE most ardent yet rela- 
() tively new camera fans is Cana- 

dian Alan Young, popular radio 
comedian. 

His lens activities began while broad- 
casting from Toronto when a friend in- 
terrupted him during rehearsal with, 
“Hey, Alan, look at my new camera. It 
has an f 3.5 lens, and can shoot from a 
full second to a two-hundredth.” 

That sounded like so much double talk 
to the young comic, but he had always 
been fascinated by photography and de- 
cided to give it a try. 

He went right out and bought a Weltur 
camera with an f 2.8 Zeiss Tessar lens and 
a Compur Rapid shutter. As soon as he 
had studied up on it and knew something 
about the fundamentals, he showed it to 
his friend who remarked, “Now you don’t 
have to worry about parallax.” So like 
many others he looked up the meaning of 
parallax. 

But unlike many amateurs he has kept 
that same camera for the last two years, 
figuring he would get best results if he 
stuck to one until he really learned it. 

Now in Hollywood, he has been there 
such a short time his darkroom is set up 
on a more or less temporary basis. It in- 
cludes a Solar Model 2 enlarger with a 
314-inch Wollensak Velostigmat lens. He 
hopes eventually to buy a home and have 
a permanent darkroom with all conven- 
iences, plus freedom from dust and damp- 
ness.

seen wearing colored glasses it’s because 
of the star’s habit of sneaking up with 
his King Sol synchronizer for a quick 
candid. He has a sizeable collection of 
candids of celebrities with whom he has 
appeared on the air during the past year. 

But his hobby is not confined to flash 
photography by any means. He takes 
anybody or anything if he thinks there is 
a picture. He explains that he often sees 
a picture—like the rest of us, I imagine— 
and snaps the shutter. But when the 
image appears in the tray of developer 
he says to himself, “Nuts! I should’ve 
looked at the .. . etc., etc., etc.” 

He thinks he must own one of the larg- 
est collection of prints that might have 
been salon material if. ... There is the 
picture of the Woolworth Building with 
the elevated overhead on the left and the 
tenement fire escapes on the right, fram- 
ing the skyscraper. He had big plans for 
this shot until he saw the print. The haze 
neutralized the effect of the red filter, 
giving him a blank sky. 

Another time he was taking pictures of 
a friend’s baby. After he finished, he 
thought he had done a good job and had 
impressed his friends. But a flower pot 
on the window sill behind the baby put 
the pictures in the same category as 
other, “If I had only looked at the back- 
ground before, etc., etc.” 

Alan is spending his free time working 
on the “ifs” and “buts” and hopes to do 
some salon work when he gets them un- 
der control.—_™

URING the last weeks of 1941, a 

small band of photographers, sci- 

entists, and teachers carried out 
an experiment that should provide a pat- 
tern of work for photographers regardless 
of where they live. 

For two weeks this group camped on 
the floor of Death Valley taking pictures 
of the area. By careful organization of 
the work, the pictures, when assembled, 
were a complete pictorial analysis of the 
Death Valley region of California. 

This pictorial analysis consisted of a 
large number of black and white photo- 
graphs, stereographs, and color slides. 

The black and white prints were edited 
and mounted in a hand-printed volume 
entitled Death Valley—1941, which told 
the story of Death Valley, its people, and 
the way the area affected living condi- 
tions. The color slides and stereographs 
were organized into supplementary units 
for study. 

These materials were then made avail- 
able to more than fifty elementary school 
districts through the organization which 
sponsored the trip, the Kern County De- 
partment of Instructional Materials, a di- 
vision of the office of the superintendent 
of schools, in Bakersfield, California. 

The experiment was called the “Death 
Valley Field Workshop.” The trip cost 
individual members less than forty dol- 
lars each. This included food for two 
weeks, gasoline for the 1000-mile trip, 
negative materials, and book-binding 
costs for individual copies of the finished 
book. 

In other words, all members donated 
their time, paid their own expenses, and 
loaned the use of negatives to the Kern 
County Schools, the county office having 
to furnish only the necessary enlarging 
paper, mounting tissue, and paper on 
which to print the book. 

Thus, a group of public-spirited per- 
sons, at very little cost to themselves, had 
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a wonderful two weeks vacation, and, in 
doing so, made a very real and lasting 
contribution to California schools. 

The group for the experimental trip 
was picked for professional training, ex- 
perience, and interests, and included were 
the head of a college science department 
and a zodlogist, both of whom were 
photographers, a professional stereo pho- 
tographer, and three school principals, 
one of whom had photographic experi- 
ence. The wives of married members 
accompanied the group and were of in- 
valuable aid in the picture-taking as well 
as in the commissary department. By 
pooling resources, the members hired an 
excellent cook. 

Six umbrella-type tents and two house 
trailers provided housing, the trailers fur- 
nishing warm, comfortable quarters. 

A portable 110-volt gasoline-driven gen- 
erator, furnishing 1,000 watts of power, 
was loaned by the county schools. This 
furnished ample lighting—by means of 
extension cords—for the trailers and 
tents. The power was also used to pro- 
ject motion pictures and slides during 
the evenings. 

Camera equipment varied from simple 
folding cameras to a Leica, Contax, Rol- 
leiflex, Miniature Speed Graphic, and a 
5x7 stereo outfit. 

A portable darkroom, seven feet high 
by four feet square, was used for negative 
loading and test development. Con- 
structed of plywood and held together by 
wing nuts, it could be assembled or taken 
down in a few minutes. In the full glare 
of the intense desert sun it was found to 
be light-tight. 

Dust, the greatest hazard in the desert, 
was combated by damp burlap sacks on 
the floor of the darkroom. In addition, 
the portable generator make it possible 
to keep the inside of the room spotless 
with a vacuum cleaner carried in one of 
the trailers. 

Some weeks before the trip, the work 
was divided into such subjects as Indians, 
Farming, Mining, Plants, Recreational and 
Historical Features, and members were 
assigned to cover one or more of the 
various subjects. 

For two weeks the group worked fever-

ishly to cover the hundred-mile-long 
Death Valley. They trudged through 
heavy sands, fought dust storms, and 
climbed the high, snow-covered ranges 
surrounding the Valley, photographing 
desert plants, minerals, animals, aband- 
oned mines, and ghost towns. 

It was a rigorous but unforgettable ex- 
perience in which any photographer 
would revel. 

After returning home, each member de- 
veloped his own negatives, compiled the 
information on the subject assigned to 
him, and forwarded both negatives and 
manuscripts to the Department of In- 
structional Materials. 

Contact prints were made of all nega- 
tives, and from these, the layout of the 
book was planned. For uniformity of 
tone, the enlargements, totaling 1,200 in 
all, were made by the author in the de- 
partment’s darkroom. 

The final text was edited and printed 
by a hand press on 12x16-inch paper. 
Photographs were dry mounted on these 
sheets. 

Through the courtesy of the Kern 
County Library, the sixty-page volumes 
were specially bound at a minimum cost. 
Two copies of the book were retained for 
school use, and the others went to the 
members in return for the use of their 
negatives and for payment of book-bind- 
ing costs. 

Every school in your community, 
whether it’s New York or Cucumber 
Corners, can use material on how people 
live and work in your section of the 
United States. Never before has there 
been such a demand for visual materials 
that will enable children to develop an 
understanding of our country and its 
democratic institutions. 

Such studies could be made by indi- 
vidual photographers, camera clubs, sum- 
mer school students, photography classes, 
or groups similar to the Death Valley 
Field Workshop. 

Opportunities are already opening up 
to travel, to photograph foreign lands, 
and to commercialize such work. You 
can experiment with the idea by making 
a pictorial analysis of the town in which 
you now live.—™

Pays off at College 


Back at school with a camera, Hank Brown 


is meeting expenses through photography

Class Henry Morgan Brown is still 

a photographer, although he is now 
one of the millions of young Americans 
crowding the nation’s colleges under Pub- 
lic Law 346, the GI Bill of Rights. 

Trained in Navy photography schools, 
he took advantage of his knowledge and 
skill to turn a favorite hobby into a prof- 
itable business at the University of Kan- 
sas where he has resumed his college 
career. Here he spends his out-of-class 
hours shooting fraternity parties, varsity 
dances, and everything else from beauty 
queens to visiting lecturers to collegiate 
sports. 

Not only a free-lancer, he is a staff 
photographer for the student yearbook 
and has done many assignments for the 
student newspaper and for the University 
public relations bureau. Generally known 
as “Hank,” he is the most popular pho-

tographer on the campus, where his 6- 
foot, 4-inch, 230-pound figure is a familiar 
sight at all gatherings. Like many vet- 
erans now returning to school, he is mar- 
ried, and his photography business helps 
keep up his home and pay his wife’s 
fees at the University so she can finish 
school, too. 

To get his picture business going, Hank 
borrowed money in the fall of 1945 to 
buy $300 worth of equipment and ma- 
terials. He has now paid off his debt and 
is building a capital reserve to buy new 
and better equipment when it comes on 
the market. 

Hank’s special forte is parties. On a 
typical Saturday night he covered five 
dances and dinner dances. At one soror- 
ity he made 10 shots of an informal dance, 
and after seeing one print of each, the 
girls ordered a total of 100 prints, some 
8x10, at one dollar each, and some 5x7,

at 50 cents. Almost by accident one night 
he stopped in at one of the girls’ dor- 
mitories during a midweek hour dance 
and flashed one shot. It resulted in an 
order for 23 prints, which netted him a 
good sum. 

Another of his special markets is in the 
bands that play for the University dances. 
He followed one band to three engage- 
ments and sold thirty dollars worth of 
prints from only nine exposures. The 
bands are usually made up of college men 
and are eager to buy such shots for pub- 
licity purposes. 

“The beauty of these large orders,” he 
explained, “is that I can print so many 
from the same negative. I set the en- 
larger, test strip once or twice, print one 
full size to check what dodging is needed, 
and then I can go to work printing and 
developing.” 

Caught between an elastic selling mar- 
ket and a buying market restricted by 
wartime shortages, he has had to make 
the best of what film, paper, and equip- 
ment he could get. He came out of the 
navy empty handed, so his first job was 
to get a camera. 
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Hank's Wife, Teena, complains of being 
another darkroom widow, but photogra- 
phy is paying her school expenses, too. 


He was fortunate to buy second-hand 
a Voigtlander 214x314, in good condition, 
with a 10.5 cm, f 4.5 Skopar lens in a 
1/250 second Compur shutter. Equipped 
with a Mendelsohn Model E Speedgun, 
the camera serves well, within its limita- 
tions. Hank’s one criticism is the slow 
shutter speed, which handicaps him in 
some sports shots. 

For his choice of subjects, and for the 
ize of his camera, Hank prefers a slow 
film, but again forced by the wartime 
market to improvise, he has often had to 
use fast press-type film. 

Hank was trained at the Navy’s School 
of Photography at Pensacola, Fla., after 
an injury had forced him out of the naval 
air cadets. Here he learned the use of 
commercial cameras and the processing 
of film and prints. 

He progressed from the Graflex to the 
Speed Graphic, and then to aerial cam- 
eras. In December, 1944, he advanced to 
1e new Motion Picture Camera school, 
hich was just then moved to its new 
vation at Pensacola, Fla., from Ana- 
stia, Washington, D. C. 

After a two-month course in hand cam-

eras, 16 mm and 35 mm, and studio type 
cameras, Hank was sent back to the west 
coast. 

In the Acorn Assembly and Train- 
ing Detachment at Camp Bedillion, Port 
Hueneme, near Ventura, Calif., he gained 
experience with Ansco color film and 
three types of color prints—Gaspar, 
Printon, and wash-off relief. His wartime 
experience also included a few weeks in 
a commercial color laboratory in Los 
Angeles where he worked after his dis- 
charge before coming back to the Uni- 
versity of Kansas. . 

When he first arrived at the University 
he worked, until he could get his own 
camera and equipment, in the University 
photographic bureau. 

He has had to vary his technique a 
little from what the navy taught him. The 
objective of any service photography be- 
ing full and clear delineation of every 
detail, he learned to print for open sha- 
dows and detailed highlights. But in his 
new business, for reproduction in stu- 
dent publications and to suit the personal 
tastes of his customers, he usually makes 
snappy prints, high in contrast, and does

not worry too much about finegrain de- 
veloping. 

The yearbook at Kansas is issued in 
four magazine size sections, each with a 
two-color cover. Hank made the cover 
shots for the first two issues of the 1945- 
46 book, and had a total of thirty other 
pictures in both issues. He complains 
that he’s underpaid doing this kind of 
work, and he is—compared with the 
money he makes on personal orders of 
party shots. But he realizes that this 
work helps his reputation as a student 
photographer. 

Another source of prestige is the stu- 
dent daily newspaper, a tabloid that 
prints all the good pictures it can get. 

“I only get a dollar for each of these 
newspaper shots,” Hank gripes, “but I 
know the credit lines don’t do me any 
harm.” 

Sometimes he is tempted to quit school 
and set up a full time business in pic- 
tures, but he says that the present rate of 
sales won’t continue after reconversion 
makes cameras plentiful again. And in 
addition, he is serious about his career in 
psychology.—}

FORMULARY HOLDER 


Here is a plan that will help to keep your 
often-used formula sheets clean, compact, 
and accessible; transfer such formulas to 
sheets of paper that will fit into 5” x 8” 
or 8”x10” transparent celluloid folders 
that can be purchased at stationery or 
variety stores. Both sides of a sheet of 
paper can then be used, and water solu- 
tions and constant handling will not 
damage them. A spring clamp on the

Less experienced darkroom workers may 
value- a suggestion for using calcium 
chloride to keep damp darkrooms dry—a 
practice the seasoned amateur is aware 
of. This chemical has an affinity for 
moisture. When placed in shallow dishes 
about the darkroom, it absorbs moisture 
and keeps film and paper free from ex- 
cessive humidity. The chemical is avail- 
able at drug stores. When it becomes 
moisture laden, place it in a hot oven, 
then reuse it—W. Welch, Monoton, Can. 


A QUIVER FOR YOUR TRIPOD 


The photographer-hiker likes to have his 
hands free. The problem of carrying a 
tripod can be solved with a quiver, a 
saddle hook, and two yards of carpet 
binding. The quiver is made of oilcloth, 
of dimensions that will fit your tripod. 
The binding is doubled (adhesive sides 
facing each other) and glued together by 
applying a hot iron, then threaded through 
the hook to form a sling (see cut). The 
quiver is then hinged to the saddle hook. 
—Thomas G. Kauffman, Hollywood, Calif. 


TEMPORARY PRINT ADHESIVE 


When it is desirable to secure a print 
temporarily to a mount without covering 
the print’s edges, use this procedure: 
loop a short length of cellulose tape, 
masking tape, or other adhesive tape into 
a circle so that the ends lap and stick 
together (see illustration). Flatten the 
loop and you have two adhesive surfaces 
—one for the back of the print, the other 
for the mount. The tape can be removed 
without damage to either the print or 
mount.—George T.Lundeen, Madison, Wis. 


EXCELLENT ENLARGER STAND 






An excellent enlarger stand with con- 
siderable adaptability is a conventional 
drill press stand. The baseboard, made of 
34-inch plywood, can be tilted as well as 
lowered to make oversize enlargements. 
A pin locks the baseboard in the hori- 
zontal plane. The enlarger can be fitted 
to the stand by means of a simply de- 
signed clamp suitable to the particular 
upright supplied with the enlarger. The 
enlarger too, is tilted by removing a lock- 
ing pin in the clamp, and loosening the 
set screws.

BULB RACKS ARE HANDY 





One or two handy wire racks (such as 
those shown above) on your darkroom 
wall will keep your spare floodlamps and 
other bulbs out of the way and will pro- 
tect them from breakage. Make each 
rack from a length of wire (I use coat 
hangers); form a small eye at each end 
for fastening with screws, and form peri- 
odical loops to hold the bulbs, then affix 
it to the wall.—William Swallow, Brook- 
lyn, N. Y.

Speaking of Printing Paper... 


MOST Kodak printing papers suspended dur- 
ing the war will soon be back on Kodak deal- 
ers’ shelves. Some, as you know, are already 
back. Others have been slow—and, when 
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you are unable to get a specific paper in a 
particular contrast, tint, surface, weight, or 
size, you may wonder why. 

Well, that phrase—particular contrasts, 
tints, surfaces, weights, and sizes—tells 
much of the story. In the incredibly complex 
field of Kodak printing paper, each of those 
factors multiplies by all the others. Take the 
15-or-so basic Kodak papers (Azo, Kodabro- 
mide, Vitava Opal, Ad-Type, and so on), mul- 
tiply by the number of contrasts (6 for Azo 
alone), then by the tints (white, cream, old 
ivory), then by the weights (double and 
single), the surfaces (smooth, rough, fine- 
grained, tweed, and so on), the finishes— 
glossy, lustre, matte... 

You have a considerable figure already, 
and you're just starting. For, now, you must 
in most cases multiply by dozens of sheet 
sizes, trom less than 2 x 3 inches up to 20 x 24, 
and then by a number of package sizes 
(dozen, 2-dozen, half-gross, gross, 500-sheet) 
before you come to a grand total of thousands. 

So, you see, it was rather complex. And, of 
course, the papers in greatest demand had to 
have priority. 

Then there is the time factor, too, in each 
batch of paper. For example, to make a batch 













of paper such as Vitava Projection G or Vitava 
Opal G requires at least three months, assum- 
ing optimum conditions, which are the excep- 
tion rather than the rule. At least five weeks 
are required to make the fine alpha cellulose 
fibers into the tinted paper base, another two 
weeks for the baryta coating to be applied, 
three weeks for sensitizing and testing, two 
weeks for cutting and packaging. And on top 
of that, shipping time to Kodak branches and 
thence to Kodak dealers. 

We know it feels good when you're able to 
step up to your dealer’s counter, ask for a 
gross of Vitava Opal, 11 x 14 double weight, 
cream white fine-grained lustre—and be rea- 
sonably sure of getting it. It's been a busy 
time at Kodak; we're not over the hump yet. 
But we're humping. 


Print Washing—Summer or winter, washing 
prints is an anticlimax after the fun of making 
them. None the less, thorough washing is es- 
sential if your prints are to be permanent. 

The Kodak Washing Assembly is a small 
overflow-control device which fits into an 
ordinary sink drain, converting the sink into 
a print washer. After use, the Assembly can 
be lifted out in a jiffy, reconverting the sink to 
normal use. It's inexpensive, and quite satis- 
factory for prints of moderate size. 

For larger prints, a Kodak Automatic Tray 
Siphon in company with a large tray is a 
superb answer. The new, smartly redesigned 
model of this siphon is attractively molded of 





sturdy gray Tenite, and is fitted with 3 feet 
of black rubber tubing and a connector which 
adapts to all standard types of water faucets. 
It has a stainless steel clip which attaches it 
readily to any print tray, where it maintains a 
constant flow of fresh water through the tray 
with no variation in the water level.

wet. Cobalt chloride can therefore be 
ed as an invisible ink or as a humidity 
dicator in hermetically sealed plastic 


| OOKING for something “different” to 


wrappings for tanks which might other- 
wise become damaged by excessive mois- 
ture in shipping. A mixture of this chem- 
ical with the others given in the following 
formula can be spread onto the surface of 
the print and then allowed to dry. The 
color of the treated print will, of course, 
depend on the weather. 


Cobalt Indicator Solution 


Ordinary cooking gelatin, (unflavored) 
such as Knox or Ann’ Page Gelatin, will 
be satisfactory and can be procured from 
any grocery store.

Although he has not made 
more than half a dozen films, Suchsdorf 
already has received two “Oscars” in his 
own country and is likely to receive a 
third this year. 
Arne Suchsdorf began as an amateur 
photographer. He purchased a Rolleiflex 
while in Italy and his first pictures won 





him first prize in the annual competition 
of the Swedish magazine Filmjournalen. 
He later entered a film school in Ger- 
many and finally went into movie work. 
In 1939 he produced A Summer Tale, a 
hit from the start. (His first work, then, 
won him an Oscar.) He had purchased 
a Scania-Z movie camera for 35 mm work 
and soon paid for the camera with his 
work. Suchsdorf stayed in northern 
Sweden for six months where he pro- 
duced two films about the Lapps (The 
Swedish Indians). He also produced there 
The Gull and The Dawn.

Move in Close 


By GEORGE CARLSON 


Long and medium shots are necessary to establish 
setting. theme. and characters. but only closeups 


will properly emphasize important bits of action 





of the most important parts of a 

motion picture, amateur or pro- 
fessional, is the closeup. Beginning ama- 
teurs soon find this out when they get 
their first roll of film back and the per- 
sons in them look like they were filmed 
a block away. They soon learn to get in 
closer for head and shoulder shots of 
their friends and relatives. 

Closeups, however, have other uses as 
well and should be used to emphasize 
important bits of action and to concen- 
trate interest in any film—even the 
purely scenic type. Closeups also make 
any detailed action clearer by making it 
larger. An important point in the use 
of closeups is, of course, their relation- 
ship to the remainder of the sequence. 
They should add interest and variety to 
a film logically, however, and not be 
added just for the sake of being closeups. 

There is no fixed rule for the distance 
at which closeups are to be made. This is 
governed by the previous long or medium 
shots. It depends upon the subject as to 
what is to be emphasized and what fea- 
ture of the preceding scene will be more 
interesting when filmed closer. The terms 
long shot, medium shot, and closeup are 
all relative—they depend on one another. 
For example, using the normal camera 
lens, a closeup of a fifty-foot launch 
would become a long shot in filming a 
person. A medium shot of the person 
would become a long shot in filming 
flowers. Even a closeup of a person 
might be called a medium shot in flower 
filming. To get a real flower closeup 
then, a single flower or two would have 
to fill the frame. 

Making movie closeups requires no 
special technique except to “move in 
closer” with the camera. Focusing lenses 
and those of longer focal length of course

are very useful, but the regular fixed 
focus camera lens with an accessory 
closeup lens attachment can be success- 
fully used. If the lens is of the universal 
focus type, it can’t be used closer than 
about four feet to the subject, depending 
upon the diaphragm opening used. 

Focusing is very important in closeup 
work, and if critical focusing through 
the camera lens can not be done, the 
distance must be measured carefully 
with a tape measure. The matter of 
parallax must also be considered—the 
difference of placement of the subject 
with respect to the camera lens and 
finder. An alignment gauge, when avail- 
able, will take care of this. Otherwise 
experiment will need to be resorted to. 

All films the amateur movie maker is 
inclined to make will be benefited by de- 
tailed closeups. In the “family album” 
type of home movie, get closeups of hands 
doing things—striking a match, turning 
a radio dial, or writing a letter. A film 
of the activities of a family during the 
day offers plenty of closeup material. 
After the morning opening scene of a 
sunrise (or sunset), film Father’s feet 
sticking out from under the blanket. 
Show a closeup of a hand shutting off the 
alarm clock—shoes being put on—hands 
on the faucet, shaving, selecting a tie, and 
so on. Establish Mother making break- 
fast in a medium shot, then come in for 
closeups of a fork turning over the 
bacon or eggs in the frying pan. 

Nearly all activities, from packing the 
children’s lunch boxes to playing the 
evening’s game of checkers, for example, 
will provide good closeup material. And 
as the remainder of the day’s activities is 
filmed, many others will be suggested by 
the type of long or medium shots made. 
A hand cheoking a wrist watch or a hand 
winding the alarm clock could signify 
the end of the day’s doings. 


Show the non-sportsman some of the fine 
points of your sport—such as how a plug 
is put on and removed from a line quickly. 


Scenic sequences, too, need the punch 
that closeups give. Here branches against 
a cloud-filled sky provide the emphasis. 


Closeup shots can be used effectively to 
suggest things and thoughts as well. As 
an example, a pile of used dishes in the 
sink, or empty glasses and filled ash trays 
to suggest the end of a party. A short 
passage of time might be suggested by 
filming a freshly lighted cigarette being 
put down on an ash tray. A dissolve or 
fade followed by a second shot of the 
cigarette partly burned will denote that 
time has passed. Filming, from inside, a 
window pane covered with rain drops 
can signify a rainy day. A shot of a 
thermometer ‘can show cold or hot 





Other closeups that will help to tell 
the story are: selecting a fly from the 
tackle box, a hand turning the ree! crank. 


Impatience can be shown by an actor's 
periodic reference to his watch—or by 
a closeup of fingers drumming on a table. 


weather. Relaxation might be shown in 
opening a book or thumbing through the 
leaves, lighting a cigar and blowing 
smoke rings. Impatience might be in- 
dicated by a close shot of fingers drum- 
ming on some surface or a foot tapping 
the floor. 

Hands opening greeting cards help to 
signify any holiday season. Get closeups 
of hands wrapping packages and baby 
hands pinning up Christmas stockings. 

In vacation films—including travel, 
fishing, hunting, boating, beach scenes

awakening of war-suspended non- 

professional film production has 
been the numerous prize contests backed 
by commercial interests. Such competi- 
tions have been like shots of adrenalin— 
spurring imagination and releasing ciné 
energy in a burst of narrow-gauge film 
shooting. 

Typical of such stimuli, although being 
handled on a somewhat grand scale, is 
the ten thousand dollar prize home movie 
contest (just closed) sponsored by the In- 
ternational Theatrical and Television 
Corporation, well-heeled newcomer in 
the 16 mm field. 

About a thousand films, born to blush 
unseen except by the neighbors, were en- 
tered in the contest and are having their 
chance now with a board of ten judges. 
The judges, all connected in some way 
with the film world, are Cameraman Hal 
Mohr, Director Mitchell Leisen, Casting 
Director Bill Meiklejohn, Columnist Lou-

might just be, they say, that some grocery 
clerk in Paducah is a hidden Hitchcock 
or James Wong Howe. 

But cinamateurs couldn’t ask for a bet- 
ter chance to get their stuff before the 
experts and make it pay off. From New- 
foundland to Chile, from India and 
Africa, from Palestine and Australia, and 
all four compass points, entries poured in. 

Pulling a handful of entries from the 
many on file, here’s a sampling of sub- 
jects submitted. From Arthur H. Smith 
of San Francisco comes Death Valley, 
travelogue in Kodachrome.

and so on—closeup detail is important in 
telling the story. In a fishing film, sug- 
gested closeups that can be made are 
hands selecting a fly from the tackle box, 
a hand turning the crank on the reel, the 
backlash and tangled line. Many non- 
fishermen seeing your film might wonder 
how a plug is put on a line and removed 
so quickly. An ultra close shot showing 
how the swivel on the line is snapved 
onto the plug screw-eye will give them 
the idea. Get a close shot of the cork on 
the water and fake a shot of the fish 
biting by pulling the cork under with 
another line attached to the hook. And 
of course after your medium shots of the 
landing of the fish, come in closer for 
shots of your prize catch. As you row 
about on the water, a few close shots of 
the oar dipping and dripping in the 
water will furnish the continuity tie-in 
for those scenic shots as you go along. 
The same idea works with a canoe pad- 
dle, or an outboard motor with the water 
churning in back of the boat. 

In a hunting film, get closeups of shells 
being slipped into the gun, your partner 
blowing on his fingers to keep them 
warm, cattails against the morning sky, 
the decoys bobbing in the water, and a 
finger pulling the trigger on the gun. 

For that beach party, come in close to 
get hands making sandwiches and pack- 
ing the lunch basket, and the hot dogs 
sizzling on a grill. 

Even your scenic sequences need close- 
ups. Odd rock formations may be found 
along a shoreline. That gnarled old pine 
that seems to be growing right out of the 
rocks may need to be emphasized by a 
close shot of a branch or two against a 
cloud-filled sky. Show how the roots 
have worked their way down through the 
rock crevices to get moisture. Closeups 
of wild flowers and even weeds bending 
in the breeze, a stream as it ripples over 
the rocks making bubbles of white foam, 
will add variety to your straight scenic 
shots. Beautiful shots of dew-sparkling 
spider webs can be made in the fall by 
shooting against the light. Winter scenes 
can also be made more interesting by 
closeups of snow covered _ branches, 
icicles, and maybe animal tracks in the 
snow. It can be fun to look for these 
bits of beauty to enliven a more or less 
uninspiring general scenic. 

The movie maker who spends his vaca- 
tion on a farm and plans a film of farm 
life will find closeup material that can be 
used in a dozen reels. A few suggestions 
the windmill against a sky back- 
ground (a telephoto for this), the farmer’s 
work-worn hands as they fasten the 
harness or operate the levers on 
tractor, the plowshare as it turns 
the earth, the binder as it cuts the

NOTCH IS READYMOUNT AID

So You're Off 
to the Mountains 


(Continued from page 41) 


or 1/15 at about { 16 and f 22. To secure 
detail I always use the smallest opening 
possible, and NOT the fastest speed pos- 
sible—and then people look at the results 
and say, “My, but you must have a good 
camera!” Of course, a tripod or some 
support is essential in this case, but all 
the photographs I take are with a 9x12 
cm Voigtlander (between 3144x4%4 and 
4x5 size), and I sell them to publishers 
and calendar companies for larger sized 
reproductions. 

So much for the technical points. Now 
let’s concentrate on composition. A tech- 
nically perfect photograph may be dull 
and uninteresting if it doesn’t conform to 
a few rudiments of composition; pleasing 
arrangement has sold a good number of 
my pictures that certainly weren’t tech- 
nical masterpieces. 

One of the first mistakes made by the 
novice as he approaches the mountains is 
to shoot all his film before he reaches 
anything of definite consequence. Photo- 
graph that “row of hills” if you must, but 
don’t say I didn’t warn you to conserve 
film until you get close to the mountains, 
for while you are still thirty miles away 
your majestic crests will turn out to look, 
in pictures, more like the mole hills in 
the neighbor’s yard! A record shot of a 
whole mountain range might be of inter- 
est, but real beauty is recorded only 
when you are close enough to single out 
ONE peak and take a photograph of IT. 

Composition with color film requires 
more thought than with black-and-white. 
Study calendars and other color reproduc- 
tions before you go on a vacation to see 
what makes them outstanding. Thus you 
will secure a better appreciation of color 
combinations when you return to nature 
in the great out-of-doors. 

Specifically, a bright jacket on the per-

son in the foreground will add much 
more to your shot than will a drab gray 
one. And a clear sky is not always es- 
sential if the foreground is interesting 
and colorful, and there is enough light on 
it for satisfactory exposure. 

In color work beware of dark areas 
such as tree trunks, groups of trees, etc. 
These gremlins certainly can wreck a 
good color shot. And, if you are using 
both color and black-and-white film in 
the same camera, be sure to take off the 
yellow filter before starting to use color. 
The results obtained with a yellow filter 
and color film are interesting, but not to 
be desired. 

Be on the lookout for interesting sub- 
ject matter. You need not have the 
mountain or lake for the chief point of 
interest in all your pictures. Get that 
unusual group of trees alone; give the 
weatherbeaten stump the center of in- 
terest; watch for interesting floral com- 
binations, outdoor rock gardens, and the 
like. And take your time in arranging 
the composition; you can’t photograph 
the whole area anyhow! 

Even though you are a professional 
photographer and already know more 
than I have said above, if you are a new- 
comer to the hills and don’t have the ad- 
vantage of Daniel Boone blood in your 
veins, you might profit from the follow- 
ing advice: You won't get all your pho- 
tographs from the car, but a five or ten 
mile hike on a good trail is not the ter- 
rible ordeal you probably now think it, 
if you are properly prepared. Miles in 
the mountains go by like city blocks 

(well, almost). You drift along like the 
hero of a technicolor Hollywood extrava- 
ganza; all is well with the world and you 
are young again. Then you suddenly 


realize that you are five miles from the 
nearest store, it is beginning to rain, the 
sun has already burned you badly, your 
feet are blistered, and your shoe soles 
have worn through. You have no rain- 
coat or heavy shirt; you are hungry, and,

thing. The pattern of glass bricks, spark- 
ling with sunlight, kept catching my eye.

Water-bath development of the nega- 
tive did the job. Two minutes in the 
developer to start, then in plain water for 
one minute. Back to the developer for 
one minute, back to the water for one 
minute, and on to complete development 
in this manner. Development by inspec- 
tion is best, unless you work out timing 
for the time and temperature method. 

Turning from the dramatic to the light 
and fanciful, consider the young lady in 
highkey. Another little problem here. I 
liked her profile and wanted to shoot her 
that but her facial bone structure 
told me that lowkey or even midkey 
lighting would point up the profile too 
strongly. 

I had her mascara her eyelashes rather 
heavily to give a “keying” black for the 
shot. I put a bit of “chi-chi” plaster in 
one corner and let a long sheet of cor- 
rugated white paper sweep down from 
the opposite upper corner. By doing this, 
I not only managed to keep the props in 
character, but I broke up the space pleas- 
antly. 

A row of floods behind the girl swept 
up across the white background and four 
big floods at eye level hit her flatly from 
the camera. I exposed lightly and de-

veloped long—letting the developer build 
the contrast. 

Hold on to your hats while I tackle this 
last one. Since PopuLarR PHOTOGRAPHY is 
game to print it, ’m game to say I be- 
lieve it’s a good portrait.

| Is Photography 
Expensive?

ure. If you prefer not to do your own 
developing and printing your active pleas- 
ure ends here and you ‘add the photo- 
finisher’s charge for the developing and 
prints (approximately 75c). You have 
thus spent $1.13 for two hours of fun. 
That figure, of course, does not take into 
consideration the fun of showing the 
finished pictures around to your friends. 
The quality or qhantity of the pleasure 
cannot really be measured in actual prac- 
tice. Two hours spent making pictures 
of your new baby, for instance, would 
yield cumulative pleasures through the 
years beyond calculation. 

The actual pleasure of direct photo- 
graphic activity increases if you do your 
own developing and printing and the 
cost per hour decreases proportionately. 
Carrying our example further, having 
spent two hours shooting the roll of film, 
| one evening during the following week 
| you retire to the kitchen after the dishes 

are cleared away, or, if you are lucky, 
| to the darkroom to develop the film. This 
is accompanied by that rare anticipatory 
excitement afforded by no other hobby. 
You will spend about an hour and a half 
developing, fixing, and washing the film 
at a cost of 10 cents. 
| Another evening will be given over to 
| contact printing, an even more exciting 
time, because now you will learn how 
well you succeeded in recording what 
you saw in the country. If you wish to 
make one good print of each negative, 
you may use up a total of 18 to 24 sheets 
of sensitized paper. If you use up 24 
sheets to make twelve prints you are 
either inexperienced or very careless, but 
we will assume that you did for the sake 
of keeping our figures over-liberal. After 
all, you want to know what this wonder- 
ful hobby is really going to cost, don't 
you? A package of two dozen sheets of 
contact paper costs 18 cents. This plus 
another 10 cents for chemicals used 
comes to 28 cents for what should have 
been at least two more pleasure-hours. 
The more efficient you become, the lower 
the cost, naturally. 

We will assume that you have gone the 
whole hog with your hobby and that you 
own an enlarger. Thus when the prints 
are dry you will examine them carefully 
and decide that three of them are worth 
enlarging. You set aside another evening 
for this operation, which is the most fas- 
cinating of all. For now you enter the 
field of craftsmanship where all the skill 
| you can muster is enlisted to correct mis- 

takes made in the other processes and to 

control the effects you wish to get in your 
| final enlarged prints. Assuming that you 
are going to spoil three sheets of 8x10 
enlarging paper to get three satisfactory 
enlargements you will have consumed 4 
half dozen sheets at 9 cents a sheet, oF 
| 54 cents. Again adding ten cents for 
chemicals you have enjoyed two more 
hours of intensely absorbing pleasure at 
a cost of 64 cents. 

Now by adding up the score we find

joyed 742 hours of unalloyed pleasure of 
a kind not to be found in any other rec- 
reational activity for a total cost of $1.40, 
or 1814 cents per hour. 

We have not reckoned such additional 
fun as spotting the prints, mounting them, 
showing them to family and friends and, 
if you are a member of a camera club 
(of which there are some 10,000 in the 
United States), the gratification of ex- 
hibiting your work and the endless hours 
spent in just plain gabbing about pho- 
tography. Nor have we considered the 
opportunities for those of mechanical 
turn of mind, who prefer to make their 
own equipment and gadgets, thus further 
reducing the cost of the hobby. 

These figures represent the running ex- 
pense of your hobby and, save for differ- 
ences in camera size, remain the same 
whether your camera cost $2 or $200. 
Naturally, the larger the size of the film 
used in your camera the higher the cost 
of film. 

This is a good place to summarize our 
discussion: 

You can take up photography as a seri- 





ous hobby with a $2 camera. An inex- 
pensive tripod, costing about $3, and a 
medium yellow filter for $1, are all th 
important accessories you will need to 
produce really excellent pictures. Total 
cost: $6. 

If you wish to do your own processing, 
$10 will cover all the necessary equip- 
ment, such as tank, trays, printing frame, 
thermometer, mixing rod, safelight, etc. 

If you want to make your own enlarge- 
ments, and you are using a negative size 
under 314x4% you can purchase an en- 
larger for around $30. 

The entire outfit will cost you about 
$50. 

From this point on you can spend as 
much as you want to. After you have 
mastered the $2 camera you will have 
learned its limitations and you may wish 
to move on to a camera with a better 
lens. In general, cameras costing from 
$50 to $75 will be equipped with lenses 
capable of work of the very finest quality. 
Higher camera costs are usually due to 
mechanical refinements within the cam- 
era itself, designed for greater ease and

convenience in operation. But these im- 
provements have little to do with the 
quality of the picture. 

There is hardly any point in making 
lists of equipment to suit various budgets. 
Such lists would only be confusing. It 
is much simpler to decide what kind of 
photography you intend to go in for, 
how much you wish to invest, and then 
choose the kind of camera and equipment 
to meet those requirements. Your photo- 
graphic dealer will help you to make a 
sound choice. 

Photography, of course, can be as costly 
as you wish to make it. So far as the 
things you can buy are concerned—the 
gadgets and auxiliary equipment, etc.— 
the sky is the limit. There is literally an 
infinite variety of things you may be 
tempted to buy. You can spend money on 
gadget bags, an array of filters, flashguns, 
lighting equipment, lenses, tricky de- 
veloping tanks, exposure meters, etc. But 
the best way to avoid such temptation is 
to remember that most of our finest and 
most famous photographers use only the 
simplest and most basic equipment. It 
is quite literally the rule that photog- 
raphers who boast an elaborate collec- 
tion of cameras and gadgets never pro- 
duce pictures worth looking at. Keeping 
one’s equipment to a minimum simplifies 
one’s technique and clears the way for 
direct seeing which is after all the im- 
portant thing in making pictures. The 
gadgeteer gets bogged down. He can’t 
see the picture for the gadgets. 

But in your period of indecision don’t 
lose sight of the fact that if you invest 
in a camera costing $50 or more, the 
money has not gone with the wind. The 
purchase of a camera, let us repeat, is an 
investment in a hobby that is capable of 
yielding dividends in both pleasure and 
cash. Like any other investment your 
camera continues to have resale value 
through the years and its cost to you is 
not what you paid for it, but the differ- 
ence between that figure and the amount 
you sell it for, if you decide to sell it. If 
you keep it for the remainder of your life 
you can figure out how little it cost you 
to use each year by dividing the cost by 
number of years you used it. A hundred 
dollar camera used for ten years and then 
destroyed would cost you $10 a year to 
use. Is that expensive? 

Getting back to the running expense 
of your hobby, we have shown that, with 
a camera using No. 120 film, one hour of 
photographic pleasure cost 18!2c. Com- 
pare that with the cost of other recrea- 
tions and sports: You can’t, for a com- 
mon example, play a round of golf, which 
takes three hours, for less than $4 (green 
fee, caddy, tips, etc.), which is more than 
$1 an hour. Golf also requires an in- 
vestment in equipment. Tennis runs to 
around 75 cents to $1 an hour, horseback 
riding, at least $1.50 an hour, and bow!l- 
ing around 50 cents. And you can’t en- 
joy any of these activities at any time 0! 
day or year, indoors and outdoors as you 
can in photography, which has an edge 
over all these activities in that you have 
something to show for your efforts—pic- 
tures, pictures of your friends, your fam- 
ily, your vacation, pictures that become

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Warp PEAsE Discusses : 
PYRO DEVELOPER 





N A recent issue of our club magazine 

the instructor on development in the 
annual club school came out in favor of 
pyro development of negatives which are 
large enough so that graininess is not a 
controlling factor. 

I would like to elaborate a little on 
what he said, and give some of my experi- 
ences and a few corrections of some 
minor misconceptions which seem to be 
prevalent with many who have never 
used the developer. It has been my fa- 
vorite for many years, and I have often 
plugged for it around the club. I believe 
that I was responsible for the instructor’s 
trying it in the first place. 

Perhaps I can best start by adding a few 
arguments in its favor to the “gorgeous 
negatives” description he gives. To begin 
with, it is necessary to examine such a 
negative against a lighted sheet of paper 
rather than directly against a bright light. 

Blumann in his Photographic Work- 
room Handbook says: “Pyro is still the 
favorite of masters, professional and ama- 
teur.” Jordan in Photographic Enlarging 
says: “There is an indefinable quality 
about some negatives that is sometimes 
called printing resistance. You can do 
anything with these negatives. In enlarg- 
ing they hold the definition and make 
crisp prints where others go mushy. 
There is a difference in developers in re- 
spect to giving this quality, and adherents 
of pyro claim that this developer gives it 
more often than others.” 

Edward Weston and Ansel Adams, two 
photographers particularly noted for per- 
fection of technique, are outspoken in 
favor of pyro. I have used it with De- 
fender X-F Pan; Eastman Portrait Pan, 
Tri-X, Super Panchro-Press Type B, and 
Ansco Isopan, all in the sheet film form. 
I have seen mention in technical data 
accompanying prints that it has been used 
successfully with many other films. It is 
possible that there are some films which 
do not work well with pyro developer, 
but I cannot provide any information 
along those lines. 

I am thoroughly convinced that the 
staining property attributed to pyro is 
merely a tradition which has been passed 
along from one to another without con- 
firmation since the days when a pyro de- 
veloper consisted only of pyro, sulfite, and 
carbonate. Such a developer did stain 
and did not keep well. I have not had 
any evidence of staining trouble with the 
Kodak D-7 formula when used properly 
and not overworked or kept for an un- 
reasonably long time. So far as negative 
color is concerned, the difference is 
scarcely distinguishable without placing a 
pyro-developed negative beside one de- 
veloped in fresh M-Q or other supposedly 
non-staining developer. The worst trou- 
ble that I ever did have with negative 


staining was with some films developed 
in M-Q. 

Another misconception about pyro has 
to do with the keeping properties of the 
diluted solution. When you hear about

using pyro once and then throwing it 
away, you are hearing about the early 
form that I mentioned before, or about 
Kodak D-1, a straight pyro developer. 
This has been largely superseded by D-7, 
which contains some metol. The instruc- 
tions for D-7 say that it can be used for 
two or three weeks by maintaining the 
volume in the tank by adding solutions in 
certain proportions. This refers to the 
professional’s tank and probably presup- 
poses a floating lid. The average amateur 
like myself would not want to do it that 
way. I use just the one normal concen- 
tration and return it to a bottle after use. 
I have developed as many as four dozen 
9x12 cm or 344x414 inch sheet films in 
half a gallon of it and have had it keep 
very well for three weeks. 

The Eastman booklet Formulas and 
Processing gives two to three months as 
the life of the D-7 stock solutions. I have 
found that this is quite conservative. I 
make up a quart each of the three stock 
solutions and divide the “A” part into 
four 8-ounce portions, each in a bottle of 
its own. I use it 4 ounces at a time. Hav- 
ing the “A” part in four bottles that way 
cuts down the time that one of the bottles 
stands half empty. The “B” and “C” 
parts do not need that protection. 

You will have to work out your own 
developing times to fit your own working 
methods.

The Defender 2-D formula 
is almost exactly the same as Eastman 
D-7, and Defender gives developing times 
for nearly all of their films with it. It 
will be necessary to add some time after 
each batch of film has been developed. I 
also add a little more, about as much as if 
another dozen films had been developed, 
if the developer has stood for two weeks 
since the first use. 

Pyro is also called pyrogallol. The 
chemical name for it is 1, 2, 3, trihydroxy- 
benzine, if you’re interested. The stuff is 
derived from gall nuts which are nor- 


| mally imported from China. 





Of course the beginner is advised to use 
the developer recommended by the manu- 
facturer of the film he is using, but the 
more experienced darkroom worker can 
venture out on his own. If you want to 
find out for yourself what pyro will do, 
try it. D-7 is available in prepared form 
(gallon size), and for those who want to 
mix their own, the formula is available in 
Eastman literature.—/

Eye Pictures

It’s astonishing how few people ever 
really see the things and the persons 
around them. Oh, they are usually aware 
of them, it’s true. Something in some 
obscure corner of their minds will say 
“There’s a building . . . there’s an auto- 
mobile . . . there’s a little boy,” and as a 
result they can walk along the street 
without paying much attention and still 
not bump into buildings or little boys 
playing on the sidewalk or passing auto- 
mobiles. But after they’ve passed they 
couldn’t tell you about any of them. 

Probably you’ve heard the story about 
the man who once found a dollar lying on 
the sidewalk and who spent the rest of 
his life walking around looking down. At 
that, I suppose it’s no worse than walking 
around with a glassy stare or dull eyes. 

Even when they’re traveling there are 
few people who stop to consider the 
shades and variations in the moving scen- 
ery. For a short while they'll look out 
the window; presently there will seem to 
be a sameness about the things outside, 
and after that they’re more concerned 
with the next stop for gas or a hot dog. 
What interests them then is not where 
they are but where they are going—yet 
afterward they will try to tell you where 
they’ve been! 

Curiously enough, there are photog- 
raphers in this class of people. Photog- 
raphers who don’t really see things un- 
less they’re armed with camera and film. 
You’d almost think that their eyes have 
been- stowed away in the viewfinder, 
since they become observing only when 
they have to aim their camera at some- 
thing. Yet these photographers will won- 
der why their work isn’t uniform, why 
they can’t always get professional or suc- 
cessful results from their picture taking. 

Yet photographer and layman alike, 
observing or unobserving, will be brought 
to a sudden stop by an arresting photo- 
graph, and they will think “I'd like to 
see something like that, really, and not 
just a picture,” when more often than 
they knew they were within looking dis- 
tance of something even better. 

Constant work, constant practice is the 
only known path to work of professional 
quality. A great deal of this work, this 
practice, can be done without camera 
and film. How? By the simple method 
of making eye pictures. 

For the most part, as we all know, the 
camera records only what the eye sees. 
There are exceptions, such as camouflage, 
in which the camera can detect false 
notes, or forgeries which the camera may 
reveal. And within the limits of its range, 
barring dimension and width of angle 
(again, of course, there are exceptions 
to this in cameras, but we are speaking 
professional equipment, or 
even very simple equipment), the camera 
registers what is seen by the human eye. 

The thing to do, then, is first to see— 
to look, to observe things with percep- 
tion and understanding—and second to 
do it as with a camera eye, thinking in 
terms of subject matter, usefulness, and 
technique. 





As far as pictures are concerned, sub- 
ject matter should mean significance or 
interest; a significant picture might not 
be generally interesting, and an interest- 
ing picture may contain little or nothing 
of real significance. Usefulness could be 
said to mean either the saleability of the 
photograph, if it is made with that pur- 
pose in view, or the personal satisfaction 
involved in making the film record of & 
what is seen. Technique, of course, is the 
use of composition, lighting, and technical 
factors to make the picture saleable—or 
satisfying—and to present the subject 
matter with the greatest possible drama- 
tic impact. 

Once you’ve become familiar with the 
factors involved in using your own equip- 
ment it should be simple to look at any 
object, any scene, any person as though f 
you were using your camera’s viewer. Bere 
And doing so constantly will, over a 
period of time, give you an immense § 
amount of practice and practical experi 
ence in picture making without the use & 
of a single bit of film. 

Actually there is a good deal more to 
the business of making eye pictures than 
just the matter of getting practice in see- 
ing subjects with a photographic eye, — 
than just acquiring increasing skill 
(which can be transmitted to the actual 
camera use itself) in composition and all 
the other factors concerned with making 
the picture. I’ve already cited what may 
well prove to be the most valuable bene- § 
fit: storing up memories, conscious and 
subconscious, as a source of inspiration 
for future work. 

There are times when you will not 
have equipment available—or perhaps 
even with some of your equipment, con- 
ditions will not permit satisfactory work, 
and reproduction of the scene under arti- 
ficial or studio conditions will be neces- 
sary. Often in these moments, to one 
who watches with care, will come truly 
rare inspirations: A beautiful face in a 
half-light that seems to be strangely new 
and fresh (and your analysis of the situa- 
tion will read, from left to right, “what 
caused that light effect, and how can it 
be reproduced as needed, and where can 
I find a face like that to set into the 
light?”); or an ugly face in a squalid 
setting (and though it seems worthless 
now, the precise feeling established may 
be worth many dollars at some future 
time); or a figure seen in just an instant 
of plastic fluid grace before moving into 
an ordinary position (a pose worth try- 
ing to reproduce any time). These in- 
pressions are worth all the concentra- 
tion it may require to form the habit of 
making eye pictures, when you can call 
them up as needed to meet new problems. 

If you’re something of a sketch artist 
as well as a photographer, you also may 
find some satisfaction in making a quick 
sketch to help remember the _ things 
you’ve noted for later use. But the mind 
can be taught and disciplined so that it 
will remember such ideas and inspira- 
tions as come through the process of 
making eye pictures. And out of all these 
things, through a new sense of awareness, 
will come what may be best of all—a 
stimulus to the photographer as an artist 
to do his finest work.—f

counter is a set of negatives with the 
horizons so cockeyed that you cannot 
square things in the enlarger without cut- 
ting into a part of the picture you want 
to keep. This is a natural result of the 
fact that only rarely does a sailboat ride 
on an even keel while sailing. The nat- 
ural tendency is to square the camera 
with deck or mast. Remember, then, that 
the horizon is a much surer guide. 


The accidental inclusion of some por- 
tions of the boat has been mentioned. 
Yet this is often done deliberately with 
the idea of “framing” a view within some 
part of the vessel, or including some part 
of it for the purpose of identifying the 
spot from which the photographer 
worked. I can’t say that I care much for 
the idea for several reasons. First of all, 
it is rather difficult to do unless you are 
on a rather large craft. On a smaller 
vessel about all you could get would be 
a few stays or a stanchion or two, and 
they would more likely look like acci- 
dental additions. Being so close to the 
camera, they would of course be out of 
focus. If you did get much more than 
this into the near planes of the scene, it 
would most likely compete with your 
main subject for attention, causing divi- 
sion of interest. And it would be a sure 
bet, too, that when you tried to eliminate 
it while enlarging, some stray part would 
cut across a section of the scene you 
wanted to keep. 

If you intend to take shots of the craft 
you are on and the people on it, that is 
a different matter. What is out on the 
horizon should neither divide interest nor 
enter into your focusing. The horizon

should still be the guide as to what is 
horizontal rather than anything on the 
boat. This fact is important enough to 
bear repetition. 

The crew and guests aboard a yacht 
are always interesting subject matter— 
the girls particularly, as they usually go 
in for attractively scanty costumes in the 
interest of sun-tanning. It is well to have 
your subject actively engaged in some 
task related to the operation of the boat 
—at the helm, winding a winch, belaying 
a sheet, swabbing deck or polishing brass, 
to name a few possibilities. Warning: be 
sure to have your subjects remove their 
sunglasses before you shoot to avoid un- 
wanted reflections and in the interest of 
a better portrayal of the individuals. 

The boat itself presents several attrac- 
tive angles to the camera aboard. A gen- 
eral deck view can best be found from 
stem head or end of bowsprit. From the 
latter vantage point many fine shots of 
cutwater and bow wave have been made. 
Get in as much as you can to identify 
such a view, as I have seen one printed 
upside-down in an otherwise excellent 
volume of marine views. A view upward 
with well rounded curves (of sails, of 
course) against a good cloud background 
offers possibilities. An old favorite, espe- 
cially when a good breeze puts the lee 
rail under, is a shot forward from well 
aft on the lee or lower side of a boat 
under sail. One prominent yachting pho- 
tographer has used it so successfully in 
recent years that it is known today as 
“The Hogan Formula.” 

Most photographers appear to work 
from the shore for some reason or other. 
Maybe they are afraid that they might 
get seasick, or maybe they just don’t hap- 
pen to know somebody who owns a boat.

is to convey the feeling of speed by em- 
phasizing as much as possible the bow 
wave or wake. This last can sometimes 
best be done from a high viewpoint to 
show the waves as a distinct line compo- 
sition or pattern. Even smaller commer- 
cial craft often yield good pictures. Many 
salt water fishing types can be quite pic- 
turesque (the nondescript boats used on 
the Great Lakes are almost hopeless, 
however) and I have even seen credit- 
able photographs of harbor barges and 
tugs. The less inherent beauty that is 
found in the subject matter, the more skill 
is required of the photographer and the 
more it depends on him to see to it that 
his subject is photographed to best ad- 
vantage. 

Waves are a bit of a problem. Just 
ordinary waves never look like waves. 
They have been a perpetual problem 
with artists, and the photographer is no 
better off. If you think that you are look- 
ing at some really big waves and try to 
photograph them, be prepared to be dis- 
appointed. They look so small and inno- 
cent in the print. The only luck I have 
had with them was to hide most of a boat 
behind one so that only the mast and 
sails showed over the top. That works 
best when you are afloat by maneuvering 
to weather of some boat (on the side 
toward the wind), getting on the lee side 
of the boat you are on, holding the cam- 
era as low over the side as you dare, and 
waiting for a big one to roll out from 
under you. 

The technical side of boat photography 
is not too difficult. Light is usually abun- 
dant; you can use high shutter speeds 
and still stop down. If you use a meter, 
here is the place to follow the instructions 
to halve the indicated exposure as there 
are no near shadows for which to expose. 
Focus the camera on infinity. I had to 
mark that point on my Graflex before 
taking it afloat as it is difficult to get a 
sharp image at the small stops used and 
with nothing but waves and the horizon 
upon which to focus. When the boat is 
on the groundglass, it is generally too late 
to fool with focusing; there just is not 
enough time. 

Any good film ought to do. High-speed 
film is not necessary for reasons already 
given. Filters are helpful for normal cor- 
rection or to save the sky, but be careful 
not to overcorrect or the water will go 
dead. A sail against the sky can be 
lighter or darker than its background de- 
pending upon which side gets the direct 
rays of the sun. Take this into account 
in choosing your filter or you can lose 
the sail in the sky if you are not careful. 

The development of the negative wants 
to be liberal. You are dealing with sub- 
ject matter inherently low in contrast, 
and your negatives will need plenty of 
time in the developer to bring out the 
best in them. In making a print, a smooth 
surfaced paper with a white base is ob- 
viously in order, and gold toning to blue 
helps to recreate the feeling of the orig- 
inal scene in many cases. 

The technical points that have been 
discussed so far refer primarily to black- 
and-white still photography. Color dif- 
fers little from this. It is possible to un- 
derexpose, however, so don’t get too free 


about stopping down beyond what the 
meter shows. The situations we have 
been describing are perfect for color 
movies, but there are a few points to be 
observed here. First, don’t count on pull- 
ing in those distant boats on the horizon 
with a long telephoto if you are going 
afloat. The motion of the boat you are on 
rules out the tripod and also any tele- 
photo over one inch for eight mm or two 
inches for sixteen mm. 

If engine vibration is troublesome, try

leaning back against some support and 
raising your heels off of the deck. Work- 
ing from shore or pierhead allows you to 
use your heavy tripods and longest tele- 
photos. Increasing the movie camera 
speed will smooth out some jumpiness, 
and sometimes also helps by giving a 
more stately motion to the small craft 
that is bouncing around a bit. It is prob- 
ably better to let a boat move across the 
view rather than stop it entirely by fol- 
lowing it with a pan. 

I would like to add a plea here for 
photographers everywhere to take advan- 
tage of every opportunity to record the 
“old-timers” of sail—the passing “wind- 
jammers” of commercial usage. No more 
are being built, and those that are left 
are disappearing all too rapidly. A few 
are being preserved by interested organi- 
zations, but far too many are not; they 
are disappearing one by one. Examples 
of what I have in mind include the fol- 
lowing types, and many more: New Eng- 
land and Nova Scotia fishing schooners; 
Chesapeake Bay bugeyes and skipjacks; 
various Bahama and other West Indian 
types; Gulf Coast fishing schooners; Great 
Lakes schooners; and the rémnant of the 
West Coast fleet of schooners and bar- 
quentines, which I understand was res- 
urrected for nitrate hauling from Chile 
during the war. It is possible that the war- 
time shipping shortage has caused still 
other sailing craft to be hauled out of 
the mud and put to work. Let’s get good 
pictures of them now that the restrictions 
are off and before they are retired agai.

Martin in the Signal Corps Photographic 
Center: “If I am eligible send along a 
blank; if not, how about an interview 
anyway’? Iam an instructor in the Sig- 
nal Corps, know almost all 16 and 35 
cameras, capable projectionist, not bad as 
an editor.” And Maurice Nemoy wrote 
from California: “As many other men in 
the service who believe in the future of 
16 mm, am trying to get all possible in- 
formation as to future possibilities. I am 
hoping that you can write me if a person 
of my experience could get into your or- 
ganization in the future.” ; 

M. B. Boyce, Massachusetts, queried: 
“T wish to raise some money promptly for 
a business venture. Would you be in- 
terested in purchasing films irrespective 
of your contest?” 

A Kentucky woman scribbled a hurried 
note, “I want to try my luck and sure do 
hope that I am lucky for once in life.” 

Some of the letters reveal how dearly 
the movie-maker prizes his creations. 
This long letter came from a Tennessee 
contestant: “When your judges are all 
grouped together for a look at the movies, 
would it be possible for me to be there 
with my movies and run them myself? 
You see I have worked out a system to 
my movies and they are not complete 
without this special music. It is just a 
little touch that I give to my pictures. 
My husband and I work together—he 
reads the light for me and I make the 
movies, since my hand is steady and I 
don’t have to use a tripod. 

“We use a 16 mm silent projector but 
most folks think it is a sound machine 
when. they hear my special music that I 
play on my victrola and run the sound 
across the floor to the speaker which is 
placed under the screen. 

“If we were allowed to come to New 
York and show these movies to your 
judges, you would be under no obliga- 
tion to us at all and we would pay our 
own expenses.” 

It was difficult to turn down a request 
so sweetly and sincerely made, but Con- 
test Editor Carol Weill had to say no. 
Under the contest rules, sound-on-disc 
accompaniment could not be accepted. 
Miss Weill could only promise to take 
into consideration the difference in the 
finished quality of a film when music is 
added. Moreover, as quite a number of 
people had asked to screen their films 
personally, it became impractical to allow 
anyone to do so. In general, everyone 
felt so strongly about his own films that 
the contest editor had a difficult time 
finding gentle ways to turn down their 
varied special requests. 

Of the entries, I chose three to illus- 
trate here. They gave a good idea of the 
irons in ITTCO’s fire. Two by Ralph 
Gray are Arts and Crafts in Mexico and 
Paracutin. The other is Arthur Smith’s 
Legend of Lost Cove. All are 16 mm. 

Winner of several amateur film awards, 
Ralph E. Gray is a U. S. citizen who went 
to Mexico to retire—and there found 
people and places so colorful and photo- 
genic that he began to express his feel- 
ing about them in motion pictures. 
Movie-making now occupies most of his 
time. His Arts and Crafts of Mexico 
records that country’s native crafts, ex-

working, silk weaving, pottery making, 
copper and silver -working, and even 
famed Diego Rivera painting one of his 
murals. Gray’s camera skillfully estab- 
lishes place, characters, and activity, and 
moves in close, step by step, to show the 
actual techniques involved. He has also 
entered a film recording the eruption of 
Mexico’s giant volcano, Paracutin. The 
film combines chronologically and drama- 
tically sequences shot over more than a 
year. 

Legend of Lost Cove is an attractive 
attempt to use some of California’s more 
rugged coast as locale for a tale of pirates, 
a curse, and—of course—a_ treasure. 
Through a few re-enacted pirate scenes 
combined with clever titling and montage 
effects, the movie indicates that a treasure 
buried by a pirate band hundreds of 
years ago has brought doom to all who 
discovered its hiding place in Lost Cove. 

In a flashback to modern times, the film 
discloses a couple at the beach. As the 
boy dozes off in the afternoon sun, the 
girl wanders off on a trip of idle explora- 
tion. She ventures into Lost Cove and 
comes upon a treasure chest. Her hand 
is caught as she tries to force it open, and 
held fast as the tide rolls in. 
Drowning, apparently, has been the fate 
of all who preceded her. But the boy 
friend comes to the rescue in the nick of 
time, and the picture ends in a shot of 
shining gold pieces as the chest finally re- 
veals its treasure. 

Despite the fact that this film suffers 
from cliché, insufficient build-up to its 
climax, and rather amateurish acting, it 
deserves credit for costuming and the 
authentic feel of the pirate sequences. 
Backgrounds were excellent—you. can’t 
miss on the California coast, as Holly- 
wood long ago discovered. The film was 
exposed well, with resulting good color 
quality. 

The films made a good try at conform- 
ing to the rules suggested on the back of 
some of ITTCO’s contest blanks. They 
are repeated here because they comprise 
a brief and well-expressed basic guide 
from which many a cinamateur may 
profit: 

In producing a picture always bear in 
mind that you are building something. 
You must be architect, builder, and dec- 
orator. Because you are all these, you 
must have a plan; or, in the case of a pic- 
ture—a script. This script is your guide-

The same thing can be 
done more effectively with one establish- 
ing long shot, and a series of close or 
medium shots. The pan shot is best used

ITTCO’s contest. But if each loser has 
learned and done his best to apply these 
basic elements of film production, he has 
gained enough to make the effort worth- 
while.

dising methods. The day of the old family 
album has passed, and competition of 
other and better advertised products has 
tended to cause the general public to buy 
fewer photographs and to pay less for 
those they do purchase because too often 
they cannot get much more than a stereo- 
typed product. 

A young woman with a pleasing per- 
sonality and some knowledge of sales- 
manship and photography is usually em- 
ployed as a receptionist. She meets cus- 
tomers and discusses their requirements, 
makes appointments-for sittings, handles 
deposits and other payments, and keeps 
sales records. She also may be called 
upon to assist in retouching, coloring, or 
print finishing, and in chain studios is 
often taught to operate the camera when 
necessary. 

Before any print is made, the negative 
is retouched to improve the general ap- 
pearance of the subject. Often the pho- 
tographer does his own retouching: He 
may, however, employ a retoucher, or 
call upon his receptionist or printer for 
this service. Retouchers must have a 
general knowledge of anatomy, portrait 
lighting, and of the quality of negative 
film, as the whole purpose of negative 
retouching is to correct objectionable 
anatomical features, to improve the ren- 
dering of flesh values, and to improve 
the lighting by reducing the harshness 
of the lines between the highlights and 
shadows. Thus, it is desirable, but by no 
means necessary, for a retoucher to have 
experience in portrait photography. 

In many cases, too the ability to color 
portraits with oil paints helps a retoucher 
to obtain a position. 

After the customer has made his selec- 
tion from proofs, the photograph must be 
finished and mounted for delivery. A 
printer must know photographic papers,

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lights by methods of control known as 
“dodging.” He must be a good judge of 
print quality and know not only what 
can be obtained from a given negative 
but how to get it. 

The man or woman interested in open- 
ing a portrait studio should not overlook 
the towns and smaller cities, and also 
should not overlook the possibility of 
making portraits in the homes of his cus- 
tomers. Such pictures, being more per- 
sonal, generally demand a higher price 
than the usual studio portrait. 

To establish a business, of course, re- 
quires capital. The amount varies from 
as little as one or two thousand to as 
much as fifteen or twenty thousand dol- 
lars, depending upon the location, char- 
acter of the business, amount of competi- 
tion, etc. The success of a portrait studio 
may often depend upon the appearance 
of the studio and of the photographer 
himself. Furniture, draperies, and other 
appointments need not be luxurious, but 
they should give evidence of good taste 
and a knowledge of what is suitable and 
proper. 

To the photographic profession, the 
term commercial photography implies a 
special field of photography. It is not 
easy to define the term, however, except 
by enumerating some of the kinds of pho- 
tographs the commercial photographer 
makes. These may include anything from 
a can of beans to the kitchen stove, an 
interior, a display window, building, 
piece of machinery, groups, banquets, 
manufacturing operations, scenic views 
for real estate developments, resorts or 
railroads, construction projects. Some of 
the wotk may be used for advertising 
purposes, but, in general, commercial 
photography differs from advertising pho- 
tography in that the purpose is not to 
produce a striking photograph—one with 
sales appeal—but a literal factual record. 
More and more, however, commercial 
photographers have found it to their ad- 
vantage to adopt some of the techniques 
and methods of the advertising photog- 
rapher. To be successful, therefore, the 
commercial photographer must, when 
necessary, combine an imaginative or 
dramatic element with the factual repre- 
sentation of his subject. 

Commercial photography, in the main, 
is a more stable business than advertis- 
ing photography, as the volume of work 
is greater, more widely scattered, and 
one does not have to depend on the good 
will and support of one or more adver- 
tising agencies. It is a field in which 
enterprise, business ability, and good pho- 
tography pay dividends and it, unlike 
photography for advertising, is not de- 
pendent on the whims of an art director. 
There is a definite need for good men in 
this. field. 

An inquiring mind, adaptability, in- 
genuity, and the ability to take effective 
action and to keep one’s head in an emer- 
gency, are some of the personal qualifica- 
tions needed by the successful commer- 
cial photographer. 

Industrial photography may be re- 
garded as a special branch of commercial 
photography. The industrial photographer 
is usually employed by an industrial con- 
cern, many of which maintain large and

The rapid development in the em- 
lloyment of photographs as advertising 
illustrations is due largely to the modern 
tendency toward realism and truth in ad- 
vertising. Photographs win over drawings 
r paintings because they are more con- 
vincing. To make photographs which will 
be suitable for advertising purposes— 
photographs which will attract attention, 
put the story across, and sell the goods— 
emands more than the technical knowl- 
edge necessary to make a good picture; 
more than the artistic ability necessary 

make a beautiful picture. It demands 

addition to these a fertile imagination 

id a knowledge of the essentials of ad- 

vertising. The making of such photo- 
graphs is a highly specialized field and 
most of the photographs used in the large 
national advertising campaigns are pro- 

iced in one of the comparatively small 
number of studios which specialize in this 
eld. 

The essentials in advertising photog- 

phy are ideas and originality, a differ- 
ent pair of eyes, a new viewpoint. The 
photographer who illustrates advertising 
is constantly being warned that he is fall- 
ing in a rut; that his photographs look 
little different from those of other pho- 
tographers.

the long struggle was well worth your 
while, for advertising photography, be- 
sides paying well, is gratifying in its re- 
sults. 

The making and exhibiting of motion 
pictures is a large and important indus- 
try. According to the Film Daily Year- 
book for 1940, thirty-two thousand peo- 
ple were employed in the production of 
professional motion pictures with a total 
value estimated at more than one billion 
dollars, which was exclusive of an esti- 
mated $30,000,000 worth of industrial ad- 
vertising and educational motion pic- 
tures. 

One usually begins, of course, as an 
assistant cameraman and “works up” to 
first assistant and then to chief camera- 
man or director of photography. It is 
not easy, however, to get a job as an as- 
sistant cameraman. With so many want- 
ing to become cameramen, those with the 
greater experience are more likely to 
succeed in finding an opening. It is best, 
therefore, to start with one of the smaller 
producers making advertising, industrial, 
or educational films, and then after you 
have the experience, try to break into 
one of the major studios—if by that time 
you still want to get “in the big time.” 
Do not expect: to be welcomed with open 
arms, however, even then, but keep at it 
and, if you have real ability, your oppor- 
tunity may come. 

Many more are employed in the proc- 
essing laboratories where the picture and 
sound negatives are developed and the 
prints for projection in the theater are 
made than as photographers. While these 
are not glamour jobs and one does not 
come into contact with famous screen 
personalities, they are important and 
well-paid jobs. 

Those responsible for film processing 
must have a good knowledge of the 
chemistry of photography and _photo- 
graphic sensitometry. Experience in en- 
gineering is desirable. Of almost equal 
importance is a highly developed sense of 
photographic quality, as a foreman of a 
processing laboratory is responsible for 
the processing of cameraman’s negatives 
and for the quality of the prints released 
to theaters. 

Anyone interested in motion picture 
photography should not overlook the op- 
portunities in making advertising, educa- 
tional, and documentary films. There are 
even now more than twice as many non- 
theatrical projectors as there are in 
theaters, and while they are not as busy, 
they-represent a potential market of con- 
siderable proportions. 

Dull routine seldom marks the daily 
life of the press photographer. It is his 
business to be where things are happen- 
ing and to record those events with his 
camera to provide the news-hungry pub- 
lic with timely pictures. 

Any press photographer, whether em- 
ployed by a syndicate, or 
magazine, is also a reporter, because he 
must have the reporter’s nose for news. 

Most newspaper photographers are 
alert young men, but there are no age 
limits in this field. Many of the best press 
cameramen are veterans of twenty-five 
or thirty years experience, but they still 
must have the physical stamina necessary

| number of persons performing quality- 


control duties is relatively large in pro- 
portion to the total number of employes. 

Advanced chemical engineering or me- 
chanical training is a prerequisite for em- 
ployment in many occupations in the pho- 
tographic industry. Positions in research 
and development, particularly, are open 
only to those having advanced technolo- 
gical training in chemistry, physics, or 
engineering. 

Training in instrument design, or in- 
strument-making, is the best background 
for work in the manufacture of cameras, 
tripods, lenses, and other equipment 
which is almost wholly mechanical in 
nature. 

Nearly every manufacturer finds it 
necessary to maintain a service depart- 
ment to answer inquiries on photographic 
problems, prepare manuals and direction 
sheets for the use of equipment or ma- 
terials, and prepare booklets dealing with 
certain phases of photography. Men and 
women for these positions should have a 
good practical knowledge of photography 
and be able to write clearly and interest- 
ingly. 

Photographic equipment and supplies 
for the amateur are sold through drug 
stores, sporting goods stores, and depart- 
ment stores, as well as through dealers 
in photographic supplies. The large de- 
partment stores and photographic dealers 
require men with photographic training 
who are able to give sound and practical 
advice on photographic problems. 

Photographic dealers who serve the 
professional photographer usually find it 
necessary to employ traveling salesmen 
who call on the studios in their territory. 
These men must be well informed on the 
goods they sell and they should be able 
to advise the photographer on technical 
and business problems. Salesmen of this 
kind are frequently paid, in part, on a 
commission basis. 

The manufacturer 
men who call on 
dealers and, 


also employs sales- 
retail and wholesale 
in some cases, on the pro- 
fessional photographer. The manufac- 
turer also employs demonstrators and 
service representatives who call on pho- 
tographers, plants, hospitals, etc., to dem- 
onstrate the use of new materials, or give 
help on technical problems that arise. 
These men may be called upon to ad- 
dress meetings and make demonstrations 
of apparatus, methods, and processes. 
They should have a thorough under- 
standing of the subject, a pleasing per- 
sonality, and the ability to speak effec- 
tively before a group. 

In the smaller towns, many portrait and 
commercial studios do amateur finishing. 
While most of the employes in the fin- 
ishing plants are women who are trained 
only for the position they fill, the pay has 
improved in recent years and is now com- 
parable with that of similar positions in 
other industries.

spondents in the hands of publishers, etc. 
Alice Campbell Cushing does the same for 
her husband, Charles Phelps Cushing, 
whose large negative file is constantly be- 
ing drawn on by publishers. 

The growing demand for photographs 
for commercial purposes and the applica- 
tions of photography to scientific and 
technical research are almost certain to 
lead in time to the creation of more teach- 
ing positions. At the present time, op- 
portunities for teaching photography are 
almost negligible because few schools and 
colleges offer extensive training in this 
field. A knowledge of photography and 
the ability to conduct classes in it, how- 
ever, may help an instructor in chemistry 
or physics to get a position teaching this 
subject. 

Photography, as it is taught in the few 
colleges and universities offering such 
training, is usually more or less incidental 
to such subjects as journalism, engineer- 
ing, physics, forestry or medicine. Often 
it is not included in the curriculum at all 
unless some faculty member, whose major 
efforts must be devoted to other courses, 
happens to be particularly interested in 
the application of photography to his par- 
ticular field. Classes either deal with pho- 
tography from the standpoint of practical 
work to the exclusion of its scientific as- 
pects, or, less frequently, are solely con- 
cerned with photography as a science. 

It is probable that the next few years 
will see the introduction of well-rounded 
courses in photography at a number of in- 
stitutions of higher education. 

The growing interest in photography and 
its techniques has extended the possibili- 
ties of a career in the writing and editing 
of photographic material. There are a 
number of well-established photographic 
magazines, and many newspapers and 
magazines have photographic sections or 
columns. With a view to utilizing such 
editorial space to the best advantage, 
manufacturers engage writers to prepare 
publicity articles which will arouse the 
reader’s interest and mention their prod- 
ucts. Photographic magazines and photo- 
graphic columns in newspapers also 
depend on the contributions of photog- 
raphers who do free-lance writing as a 
sideline. These free-lance writers prob- 
ably will continue to dominate photo- 
graphic journalism for the next few years. 

It is useless to expect to succeed in pho- 
tography without the proper training; 
competition these days is too keen and 
will be keener still in the future. Don’t 
place too much dependence on your ex- 
perience as an amateur. You may be 
able to make the grade, but the chances 
are against you. While it is true that 
most photographers are either self-taught 
or guided by apprenticeship, this is the 
hardest way, not the easiest. Photography 
is rapidly changing from a trade to a pro- 
fession. Increasing evidence of the im- 
portance of photography can be seen in 
the many colleges and schools of jour- 
nalism that have added courses in pho- 
tography to their regular curriculum. Nat- 
urally, these courses are not as complete 
as those offered by regular photographic 
schools, but they do give the student fun- 
damentals and practice in picture editing, 
training them for the types of jobs where

That is why medical stu- 
s, for example, are required to serve 
‘riod as internes in a hospital after 
uating. There are a number of good 
ols of photography. The courses vary 
ength from a few months to two or 
e years; some have educational re- 


quirements for admission, others do not. 
Some are concerned primarily with in- 


struction in practical photography; that is, 


in the making of pictures and in particu- 
lar areas such as portrait, commercial, 
newspaper, or illustrative photography. 
Others stress photography as a whole and 
offer more comprehensive courses with 
work in the related sciences. 

Regardless of what school you decide 
upon, there are some things you should 
have clearly in mind before you enter 
and keep in mind while you are there. 
No school is an education in itself; it is 
only the beginning of. a process which 
must go on as long as you live. Don’t 
forget that you will get out of school 
what you put into it and no more; also, 
that to train the eye to see, the mind to 
create, and the hand to execute, takes 
time, and, lastly, what you can expect 
of a school is directly in proportion to 
what it requires of you. 

The field of photography is so varied 
that it is difficult to discuss intelligently 
the aptitudes necessary for success except 
in relation to the different areas of pho- 
tographic work. An attempt has been 
made to do this in discussing the differ- 
ent fields of photography. There are, 
however, some aptitudes or personal 
characteristics which, in varying degrees, 
are at least conducive to success in any 
branch of photography. 

First among these I would place an ac- 
tive, inquiring mind—a mind possessed 
of a great deal of curiosity regarding 





things in general. The photographer, like 
a reporter, must be interested in every- 
thing and able to find something of inter- 
est in nearly everything and everybody. 
One of the first essentials of a good pho- 
tographer is to know as much as possible 
about the subject which he is called upon 
to photograph. He must have a mind 
ready to experiment; a mind which is not 
satisfied to do the same things the same 
way all the time, but is ever trying to find 
means for doing similar things differently. 

The photographer must be an adaptable 
person. Photography, except in some 
of its branches, is not a routine profes- 
sion. Each picture is, in some respects, 
a new experience. A person with a “one- 
track mind” capable of functioning only 
in a routine manner, can look forward 
only to minor positions of a routine na- 
ture in photography. 

Of vital importance is the ability to see 
—to appreciate pictorial possibilities in 
subject matter; a keen sense of propor- 
tion, of observation; a sensitive percep- 
tion for that which is beautiful or pic- 
torially satisfying; a feeling for the essen- 
tials of picture making, for the signifi- 
cance of line, form, mass, light, and color; 
the ability to recognize more or less in- 
tuitively what is right and what is wrong 
photographically. 

Closely allied to these are imagination 
and originality: the ability to see things 
differently. This involves intelligent ob- 
servation: the ability to see latent possi- 
bilities and create pictorially.—j

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“Now see if you can detect the differ- 
ence between the lighting when it’s re- 
flected and when it isn’t,” he said.

If you are a photography fan and a fisher- 
man, you probably will have occasion to 
take your movie camera or still camera 
in a boat with you.

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The ABC’s of 
Enlarging 


(Continued from page 51) 


It is safe to assume that every amateur 
photographer has seen an enlarger, or at 
least pictures of enlargers. There are dif- 
ferent makes, but all are essentially the 
same in principle, as shown in the dia- 
grams which you just studied. 

The light source, or lamp, is contained 
in a lamp house. In the case of the dif- 
fusion-type enlarger, the lamp house is 
designed to serve as a reflector that will 
direct the maximum amount of light onto 
the negative. The lamp has to provide a 
strong, even light, but without excessive 
heat. Always use the lamp recommended 
for the particular enlarger you buy. If 
one is not available or none is recom- 
mended, use the opal enlarging bulbs 
which can be obtained at almost all photo 
supply stores. Some enlargers, mostly 
the professional types, use fluorescent 
tubes or mercury vapor lamps for the 
light source. 

The lamp house should reflect the light 
evenly, and must also be provided with 
baffled holes for ventilation. Some lamp 
houses are designed to permit up-and- 
down movement of the lamp. This ad- 
justment will enable the user to place the 
lamp in the best position for obtaining 
bright, even illumination on the easel. 

The diffusion glass and condensers dis- 
tribute the light evenly over the surface 
of the negative. The diffusion glass is 
usually a piece of groundglass which is 
placed just above the negative carrier. 
Direct light from the lamp and reflected 
light from the lamp-house reflector are 
combined and diffused before reaching 
the negative. Condensers collect the 
direct rays from the lamp and direct 
them straight toward the negative. 

There is much discussion as to which 
type of enlarger is better. Actually they 
are equally good, but have different 
characteristics. The condenser-type pro- 
duces prints with great brilliance and 
critical detail in comparison with the 
softer and less contrasty prints produced 
by the diffusion type. This difference is 
usually only apparent in direct compari- 
son. Looking at a print it is hard to tell 
in most cases which type enlarger was 
used. The condenser type is generally 
recommended for small negatives where 
maximum sharpness is desired in ex- 
treme blowups. In the case of large nega- 
tives the choice of enlarger is usually a 
matter of personal preference, as both 
types are available, and both will pro- 
duce excellent prints for the careful ex- 
perienced operator. 

Some enlargers combine the two types, 
and have a set of condensers with the flat 
surface of the top lens sand-blasted or 
ground to diffuse the light and thereby 
reduce somewhat the contrast and sharp- 
ness obtained with clear condensers. 
Some enlargers are equipped with re- 
movable condensers that can be replaced 
with a diffusing groundglass at the 
er’s will.

There is a requirement, however, which 
cannot be overlooked. It is cleanliness. 
The enlarger, whatever make it may be, 
must be thoroughly clean and in good 
working order for best results. Dirty 
condensers or diffusion glass result in an 
uneven light and also cut down its 
strength. A dirty negative carrier (glass- 
plate type) causes white spots on prints. 
A dirty lens produces flat, diffused prints. 
Make it a point to keep the equipment in 
A-1 condition at all times. Keep the en- 
larger covered when not in use. 

To get back to our examination of the 
parts of an enlarger, we come next to 
the negative carrier which is located im- 
mediately below the diffusion glass or 
condensers. ‘This gadget holds the nega- 
tive while it is being printed. There are 
two types, one with pieces of glass be- 
tween which the film is sandwiched, and 
the other a glassless frame which holds 
the film by the edges and is called a 
“dustless” carrier. The glass type has the 
advantage of holding the negative per- 
fectly flat. Its disadvantage is that there 
are four surfaces to collect dust and 
fingerprints, and which must be cleaned 
frequently. The dustless type sometimes 
permits the film to buckle, causing parts 
of the print to be out of focus. This is 
especially true when the enlarger gets 
too hot or-in the case of long exposure, 
when the negative itself becomes too 
warm. The hazard has largely been over- 
come in the better makes of enlargers, 
where careful design has resulted in 
rapid dissipation of the heat from the 
lamp, and where heat-absorbing glass has 
been included to protect the negative. 

The bellows of the enlarger, sometimes 
replaced with a tube, allows the lens to 
move toward and from the negative for 
focusing. Like the lamp house, it must 
be light-tight and kept dust-free. 

The enlarger lens must be good, as 
only a good lens will produce a good print. 
“Good” does not necessarily mean “ex- 
pensive,” and very fine enlarging lenses 
designed especially for the purpose can 
be obtained at reasonable cost. The speed 
of the lens is not important, and fast 
lenses are usually stopped down in en- 
larging to extend the exposure time and 
give the operator time to introduce con- 
trol in printing, about which more will 
be said later. 

The enlarger unit comprising lamp 
1iouse, negative carrier, bellows, and lens, 
s usually fastened in one of a number 
ff ways to a vertical post, and can be 
owered and raised as desired to control 
he size of the enlargement. The post, of 

ourse, is in turn fastened to a baseboard 

n which the enlarging easel is placed. 

‘ood construction demands that the axis 

f the optical system of the enlarger be 

‘rpendicular to the baseboard and easel, 

herwise distortion will result when the 

gative image is projected. Incidentally,

tion counter of most drugstores, ten cents 
worth being a sufficient quantity to coat 
at least a dozen 8x10 prints or more. The 
solution is comparatively easy to com- 
pound and should not take more than 
ten minutes to prepare once the ingredi- 
ents are ready and waiting. 

First, the dry gelatin is placed in four 
ounces of warm tapwater and allowed to 
stand for a brief period until it is suffi-

ciently swollen. This can best be accom- 
plished in a small glass beaker such as 
used for mixing chemicals, or in the ab- 
sence of a beaker, any small pan with, 
sufficiently high sides can be used. To 
melt the gelatin completely, the beaker 
or pan is gently lowered into a second 
pan which is partially filled with water 
and both receptacles are placed over the 
low open flame of a gas burner, This 
water-bath or “double-boiler” method of 
melting the gelatin assures the user that 
the gelatin will not be scorched or burnt 
as might be the case if the beaker of gela- 
tin and water were heated directly over 
the flame. 


After the gelatin is completely melted, 
the ounce of glycerin is added and then 
the cobalt chloride. The whole solution 
is stirred or agitated until the cobalt 
chloride is dissolved and the ingredients 
thoroughly mixed. It is then ready for 
use. Do not wait too long before brush- 
ing the warm solution over the prepared 
print. When the mixture cools, it will 
solidify like Jello, but can be reheated by 
placing the container in a pan of warm 
water for a few minutes. 


Coating the Print 


The cobalt solution should be brushed 
onto the print with a fairly wide brush, 
using long even strokes in only one direc- 
tion, similar to the brush technique used 
by furniture painters. Although one 
might normally brush on the solution the 
“long way” of the print, we might take 
a tip from the makers of half-tone plates 
and utilize diagonal strokes of about 45 
degrees, particularly if the solution is 
cooling rapidly and might have a slight 
tendency to leave noticeable brush marks. 
It so happens that brush marks—or a 
half-tone screen pattern, for that matter 
—are least noticeable at that angle. 

Another recommended way to coat the 
print is to pour the gelatin-cobalt chloride 
solution while still warm into a tray- of 
sufficient size to accommodate the larg- 
est print you intend to treat. The print 


is grasped by the ends, holding it emul- 
sion side down in a slightly curved shape. 
It is then passed with a smooth even mo- 
tion over the surface of the liquid so that 
the mixture will adhere to the emulsion 
side. The print should not be immersed

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completely as it is desirable to have the 
gelatin only on the front surface. A few 
practice trials will enable anyone to coat 
a print in this manner without undue 
difficulty. If bubbles or streaks should 
appear, the selution may not be sufficient- 
ly warm. A few drops of some wetting 
agent such as Aerosol, should remedy this 
trouble. 

It is possible to increase the intensity of 
the tone by adding extra coatings of the 
solution one over another, waiting of 
course until each of the preceding coat- 
ings has at least partially dried. 


The Type of Print 


Although any print will serve to illus- 
trate this peculiar characteristic of cobalt 
chloride, a similar amount of care should 
be exercised in selecting a suitable sub- 
ject for this treatment as, for example, 
is necessary in choosing the right type of 
scene to be toned a brilliant hue. As 
might be expected, the effect will be most 
noticeable in the print highlights and in 
the lighter tones of gray. Consequently, 
it follows that high key prints or those 
composed of fairly light tone values are 
best suited for making a humidity in- 
dicator. 

With but little ingenuity, there are 
many interesting possibilities for clever 
effects. For example, only certain areas 
of a particular print may be coated with 
the cobalt chloride. It is easy to imagine 
how amusing it would be to coat only 
the dress in a likeable baby picture—the 
treated portions being -blue in dry 
weather, purplish in changeable weather 
and pink when the humidity is high. The 
sky over a picturesque lake or landscape 
can be made to change hues in the same 
manner, while the remaining portion of 
the picture is tinted in permanent colors 
with transparent oils or watercolors. 

It is recommended that about three 
drops of a 10% solution of carbolic acid 
be added to the working bath at the time 
of its preparation, should it be desirable 
to make a large quantity of the cobalt 
chloride humidity indicator for subse- 
quent use. Carbolic acid is inexpensive 
and, similar to the other necessary chem- 
icals, can be purchased at the prescrip- 
tion counter of any drugstore. The pur- 
pose of this antiseptic is to prevent the 
formation of mold on the gelatin through 
the action of bacteria, which might other- 


wise be noticeable after about the first |

two or three days depending of course on 
the temperature, humidity, and other fac- 
tors. It is recommended that the excess 
stock solution be stored in a widemouthed 
bottle provided with a tight-fitting cap. 
The finished print should not be framed 
behind glass nor mounted in a dry 
mounting press, although the gelatin sur- 
ace is fairly impervious to minor abra- 
ions. Otherwise there are no special 
yrecautions to be observed with the pos- 
ible obvious exception to ascertain that 
he print surface is not unduly marred or 
cratched.
